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PLO will pay the salaries of employees 

Arafat orders West Bank 
Palestinians to stay in jobs 


CAIRO, Aug 23, (Agencies): 
Yasser Arafat, chairman of 
the PLO ordered scores of 
West Bank Palestinian 
employees to continue work- 
ing despite Jordan's decision 
to retire them, the Middle 
(, East News Agency (MENA) 
reported yesterday. 

In a dispatch From the Tun- 
isian capital of Tunis, the news 
agency said Arafat asked “more 
than 5,500" West Bank Palestin- 
ian employees to continue their 
jobs nearly three weeks after Jor- 
dan's King Hussein decided to 1 
cut administrative and legal links 
with the Israeli-occupied West 
Bank. 

Decision 

Arafat said PLO will pay the 
salaries of these employees in the 
West Bank. 

“The PLO shall shoulder full 
responsibility for the employees 
and workers as regards rights 
/ entitled to them, salaries and 
'* wages, on the basis of the regula- 


tions and lists oF their appoint- 
ments lo office," Arafat said. 

He was referring to the Jor- 
danian government salary scale, 
used to pay many of the 
employees who worked in 
schools, hospitals, government 
offices and other institutions. 

MENA said Arafat took “the 
sovereign decision" of ordering 
these employees to stay in their 
jobs during a two-day meeting of 
the PLO executive committee 
under his chairmanship in Tunis. 
The meeting ended on Sunday 
night. 

‘This is the First decision taken 
by Arafat following Jordan's 
decision on July 31 to break off 
administratively and legally with 
the West Bank," the news agen^r 
said. "The decision means in 
reality that the PLO has begun 
shouldering its responsibilities 
with respect to the West Bank," 
the report said. 

Analysts believe that Arafat is 
now very much in command and 
the man in charge following Hus- 
sein's decision to disengage from 
the West Bank, scene of nearly 


nine months of Palestinian 
rebellion against occupation by 
Israeli forces. 

■ Jordan's decision to retire 
these Palestinian workers was 
part of Amman’s policy of 
gradually relinquishing its role in 
the West Bank after nearly 40 
years. 

While the Tunis meeting of the 
PLO executive committee 
debated the PLO's options, it 
failed to set a final date for an 
emergency session of the Pales- 
tinian National Council, or 
Parliament-in-exile, the news 
agency said. 

Passports 

"But there are very strong 
indications of a consensus over 
proclaiming the independent 
Palestinian state and formation 
of the provisional government," 
the news agency said. 

The PLO leadership called 
earlier in the month for an emer- 
gency meeting of the PNC 
"within a month," when it met in 
the Iraqi capital. Baghdad, to 


debate the implications of Hus- 
sein's disengagement. The PNC 
emergency session may be post- 
poned until October, the news 
agency said. 

Israeli Foreign Minister 
Shimon Peres, meanwhile, said 
■Jordan and the PLO were con- 
sidering issuing joint passports 
to residents of the occupied West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Speaking to a parliamentary 
foreign affairs ana defence com- 
mittee. Peres said: "They are con- 
sidering issuing joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian passports," but did 
not elaborate. 

The Labour Party leader also 
warned that a Palestinian state in 
the West Bank would encourage 
its “Lebanonisation", referring 
to the factionalism of Israel's 
northern neighbour. 

The Palestinian underground 
in the occupied territories today 
called on the PLO to adopt a 
"comprehensive and clear" 
political programme. 

The call, made in a leaflet, 
reflected growing frustration 
among load Palestinians with 


factional feuding in the PLO over 
proposals to create a govern- 
ment-in-exile and declare an 
independent state in the Israeli- 
occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip. 

“The division in PLO ranks is 
primarily over how to deal with 
the question of recognising 
Israel's right to exist,*' said 
Daoud KLuttab, a leading Pales- 
tinian journalist. 

Recognising 

"People are saying the 
ambiguity has to be cleared up," 
he said. 

Supporters of Arafat's Fatah 
faction have called for a clear 
statement recognising the Jewish 
state in an effort to spur Palestin- 
ian- Israeli negotiations. 

But this is meeting opposition 
from radicals, including George 
Habash's Popular Front faction, 
who oppose making concess- 
ions before peace talks. 

The communique, the 24th 
since the uprising began on Dec 9

Arab News said Manila had 
also recently tightened 
requirements for Saudis wanting 
tourist visas for the Philippines. -

TOKYO, Aug 23, (UPI): A 1 979 
hit song extolled the virtues of 
a J apanese wife who fai thfully 
stays awake each night to 
greet her bar-hopping hus- 
band with a warm meal, but a 
survey of women reported 
today that only 1 1 per cenL 
waits up to meet their bus- 
bands. 

Singer Mosashi Sada drew a pic- 
ture or what many Japanese 
men view as the ideal Japan- 
ese wife in his song “The Hus- 
band's Declaration." 

"Never sleep before I sleep, never 
wake up after I wake up," 
Sada sang. "Always make 
yourself us beautiful as you 
can.” But a survey of 500 
Japanese couples said 30 per 
cent of wives do not wait for 
their husbands, 27 per cent 
wait for a short time and 1 1.2 
per cent always wail up for 
him. 


Nepal fears quake toll will rise 


Aftershocks send people 
fleeing from their homes 


KATHMANDU. Aug 23, 
(UP1): Aftershocks sent people 
dashing into the streets today as 
rains and flooding hampered res- 
cue workers in areas devastated 
by the powerful quake that has 
claimed at least 1.200 lives in 
Nepal and India. 

Residents panicked and 
scurried into the streets early 
today after a tremor centred in 
Sindhuli. 60 miles (95 km) north- 
east of the Nepalese capital, 
shook Kathmandu, officials 
said.Thequake registered fiveon 
the Richter scale. 

Authorities in Nepal and India 
had said they feared aftershocks 
from Sunday's powerful quake 
could trigger landslides in the 
mountainous region along the 
Nepal-India border where the 
earthquake struck and increase 
the death toll. 

Rains 

The official national news 
agency of Nepal said the quake 
hindered rail service in southeast 
Nepal between Janakpur and 
Bijalpur. It reported flooding in 
Sunsari. the hardest hit area and 
Dharan, the inscription centre 
for Gurkhas iolo the British 
Array. 

Many villages were completely 
submerged under water, hinder- 
ing relief efforts, the agency said. 

Government officials feared 
the outbreak of epidemics in cen- 
tral and east Nepal that has been 
heightened by heavy rains but 
there were no immediate reports.

Seawater battery 

STAVANGER. Norway. Aug 
23, ( Reuter): Norwegian state oil 
firm Statoil said today it had dis- 
covered a way to provide power 
beneath the waves without using 
miles of expensive cable. 

The company said it would 
install the world’s first commer- 
cial seawater battery in a project 
connected with 'an oil field 
development off central Nor- 
way. 


Several villages in east Nepal 
were levelled by Sunday's tremor 
and rescue efforts m Dbankuta 
were hampered because the 
town's only hospital collapsed 
from the quake, newspaper 
reports said. 

The Home Ministry in Nepal 
put the official number of dead at 
497. India reported 450 dead in 
Bihar state and 50 were feared to 
have drowned from waves that 
capsized their boats in Ban- 
gladesh. But a senior official in 
Kathmandu working on relief 
efforts said the ton had reached 
600 in Nepal, and some reports 
that could not be verified 
indicated as many as 900 dead in 
India. 

Residents that survived Sun- 
day's quake in M unger, India, 
said the town looked like it had 
been “bombarded." Town elders 
compared the damage to that of a 


quake in 1934, the last major 
tremor to hit the region. 

"The whole night was punc- 
tuated by shrieks of people who 
feared the effects of aftershocks 
and others shouting to invoke 
God," said one resident. 

"Before I could realise what 
was happening there was a rum- 
bling sound and the roof came 
down on lop of me." said medical 
student Anra Gupta, who was 
sleeping in a hostel when the ' 
quake struck. Gupta, who was 
seriously injured, spoke from his 
hospital bed. 

The Indian Red Cross said h 
sent three medical teams to Bihar 
state and will send up to seven 
more teams. 

In Patna, the Army was repor- 
ted to have ordered in five 
columns of troops and medical 
workers. 


Israeli beatings and use of tear gas 


1 ,800 women suffer miscarriages 


GENEVA, Aug 23. (Reuter): 
The PLO said today 1,800 Pales- 
tinian women had suffered mis- 
carriages due to beatings or use 
of tear gas by Israeli troops dur- 
ing die eight-month uprising in 
the occupied West Bank and 
Gaza Strip. 

In a memorandum to a United 
Nations human rights panel, the 
PLO said since last December. 
354 Palestinians had been killed 
in clashes with Israeli forces, and 
1 2.500* injured, of whom 5,000 
were handicapped for life. 


Israeli authorities had demoli- 
shed 550 Palestinian houses as a 
collective punishment measure, 
and held 23,000 people in admin- 
istrative detention as well as 
deporting 28 Palestinian 
civilians, the PLO said. 

Expelled 

The monorandum was dated 
Aug 8, prior to an announcement 
by Israel last week that it had 
expelled four more Palestinians 
from the territories, and 
proposed to deport a further 25. 

The PLO memorandum 


accused Israeli forces of using 
tear gas “and other sorts of toxic 
gas“ indiscriminately against 
civilians. The gas had caused 
many deaths, and victims 
included children and babies, the 
document said. 

“Since January 1988, the 
Israeli occupation* forces have 
adopted one more cowardly 
■policy against the Palestinian 
civilians. They have started to 
systematically attack pregnant 
women and beat them up. until 
many of (hem miscarry,” it said. 


“Within a few days since the 
beginning of this policy, tens of 
pregnant women have mis- 
carried or given birth to stillborn 
babies os a result of savage beat- 
ings, or deliberate use of tear gas 
inside their homes... 

"So far. 1.800 such cases of 
miscarriages have been repor- 
ted,” the PLO said.

Gulf peace 
talks may 
continue 
for months 

GENEVA, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
UN Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar begins 
ambi tious negoti ations this week 
aimed at ending two of the 
world’s most intransigent con- 
frontations, the Gulf war and the 
division of Cyprus. 

The discussions aimed at for- 
malising an end to the right-year 
war between Iran and Iraq could 
be long and hard, but the UN 
chief was optimistic when he 
arrived in Geneva last night for 
the talks. 

"I don’t believe we can resolve 
all the problems in a matter of 
some months," hetoldan airport 
newscohference. 

“But one must not be pessimis- 
tic. I hope that if there is true 
political will to resolve the 
problem, we will be able to 
proceed with a rather last and 
accelerated rhythm.”

US reduces 
number of 
Gulf sorties 

SANTA BARBARA, Califor- 
nia, Aug 23, (AP): The United 
States is reducing the number of 
sorties to be flown over the Gulf 
but has made no derision to 
remove ships from the area. 
White House spokesman Marlin 
Fitzwater said yesterday. 

But Fitzwater said he had no 
comment when asked about a 
Soviet offer lo withdraw its naval 
forces from the Gulf if other 
countries do so. 

“We have said in the past that 
as the threat diminishes in the 
Gulf so. would our presence. We 
are taking some actions at this 
time to allow certain activities 
that have been suspended in the 
past, primarily things like port 
calls, number of sorties flown off 
the carriers, a few of those kinds 
of things are being changed to 
reflect a more relaxed atmos- 
phere following the ceasefire,** 
Fitzwater said. 

The Pentagon disclosed that 
the US escort operation of re- 
registered Kuwaiti tankers is 
continuing as scheduled without 
interruption, and successfully. 


WASHINGTON, Aug 23, 
(Agencies): The United States, 
the Soviet Union and India have 
conferred on the situation in 
South Asia following the death 
of Pakistani President Zia-ul- 
Haq in a plane crash Iasi week, 
the State Department has said. 

Department spokesman Ben 
Justesen refused to disclose the 
contents of these discussions, 
except to say: “We’ve talked with 
the Soviets and India on the 
situation in South Asia in the 
aftermath of his (Zia's) death/* 

The Los Angeles Times 
quoted Michael Armacost, the 
Undersecretary of State for 
political affairs, as indicating the 
administration had cautioned 
Pakistan's two powerful neigh- 
bours against making any threat 
against Islamabad. 

Vital. 

“We affirmed our vital interest 
in the security of Pakistan," 
Armacost was quoted as saying. 
“There's nothing secret about 
our interest in Pakistan. It was a 
time to reaffirm our interest.” 

Under Zia, Pakistan served as 
a conduit for US aid to Afghan 
rebels fighting the Soviet-backed 
regime in Kabul. 

Killed with Zia in the plane 
crash in Pakistan last Wednes- 
day were Arnold Raphel, the US 
Ambassador to Pakistan, Brig.

The US has also told Moscow 
and New Delhi that American 
support for Pakistan’s security 
remains strong, said a US 
official, who spokeon condition 
ofanonymity.

BAGHDAD. Aug 23. (Agen- 
cies): A UN spokesman said the 
Iraq-Iran war front was calm 
today, despite claims by both 
sides of troop movements violat- 
ing their ceasefire.

So far, US officials said, there 
is no indication the Soviets are 
slowing the pace of their troop 
withdrawal from Afghanistan or 
seizing on the death of Zia to 
raise tensions in the area. 

“Their hostility to Pakistan 
has not ended,” a US official 
said. “They haven’t backed oPT. 
But there is no escalation. I think 
they understand vriy clearly our 
position.” 

India, which has gone to war 
three times with Pakistan since 
the founding of both countries, 
has strong military ties with the 
Soviet Union. 

Meanwhile, the Pakistani 
government has urged the nation 
to ignore rumours that martial 
law would be declared in the 
wake of the death of Zia. 

Rumours 

“All rumours relating to the 
imposition of martial Taw are 
baseless and are being denied,” 
Radio Pakistan said last evening. 
A similar statement was made on 
stato-rnn television. 

“It is totally incorrect,” Infor- 
mation Minister IUahi Bukhsh 
Soomro said of the rumours. 
“Everything is normal.”

AIR India will reintroduce 
flights to Tehran at the end of 
October, according to the 
airline’s Middle East Regional 
Director S. Ranga Rao.

“The 
airline is also considering resum- 
ing flights to Baghdad.” 

He also said that Air India's 
direct flights from Kuwait to 
Goa had to be suspended 
because they were not commer- 
cially viable. 

“we have to be assured of the 
load factor, and that means SO 
per cent seat occupancy through- 
out the year and not only at peak 
periods.” he said.

Air India, which halted flights 
to Tehran in 1 981, maintained an 
office in the city throughout the 
war. 

Among the deriding factors in 


the airline’s plan to resume 
flights to Tehran was the grant- 
ing of permission to repatriate 
foreign exchange to India. 

Ranga Rao said Lhat there is a 
Substantial Indian community in 
Iran which goes back three gen- 
erations. “they are still there.'’ 
he added. 

The airline has traffic rights to 
operate two flights a week and 
will probably use Airbus aircraft 
to run the Bombay-Delhi- 
Tehran. service from the begin- 
ning of its winter schedule in late 
October, said Ranga Rao. 

Iran Air continued service to 
Bombay throughout the war. 
usually operating two fully 
loaded Boeing 747*s a week. "1

BELFAST, Aug23,(AP): Main- 
taining the imseased tempo of its 
attacks this s uin— -~ the IRA 
killed a Royal Navy recruiting 
officer in Belfast, police repor- 
ted. 

A bomb planted in his car 
exploded yesterday as he drove 
into East Belfast after crossing 
Queen's Bridge over the river 
Lagan toward the end of the rush 
hour. The blastturned the wreck- 
age of the vehicle into a fireball. 

The attack followd an IRA 
bombing at the weekend that 
killed eight British soldiers in a 
military bus and injured 27 oth- 
ers. 

Police today identified the 
recruiting officer as Lieut. Alan 
Shields, 45, whose wife and son 
live in Scotland. 

Crispin Rodwell, a news 
photographer driving close 
behind the car. said: “It just 
exploded and was immediately 
engulfed in flames. Several pro- 
pie ran forward with fire extin- 
guishers but the flames were very 
intense." 


Explosion 

The explosion occurred near 
the Roman Catholic short strand 
area, a stronghold of IRA sup- 
port. 

* The outlawed IRA claimed 
responsibility in a telephoned 
message to a local radio station. 

British Prime Minister Mar- 
garet Thatcher ordered a major 
security review following the 
IRA bomb attack in the early 
hours of Saturday that killed 
eight soldiers and injured 
another 27. 

The soldiers had been on an 
unmarked military bus returning 
them to their barracks at Omagh 
SO miles (80 km) west of Belfast 
following leave on the British 
mainland when the bomb hidden 
in a car parked on the roadside 
exploded. 


Israeli Navy 
to have 
anti-missile 
missile 


HAIFA, Israel, Aug 23, 
(Reuter): The Israeli Navy 
announced today it was testing 
an interceptor weapon system 
capable of destroying enemy 
missiles, ships or aircraft at ran- 
ges up to 12 kilometres (eight 
miles). 

The system, said by defence 
experts to use radar tracking 
technology and high-speed com- 
puters similar to those being 
developed in the US “Star Wars" 
space weapons programme, will 
be deployed in the early 1990s, 
Rear Admiral Avraham Ben- 
Shosan told reporters at his 
Haifa headquarters. 

The Barak (lightning) anti- 
missile missile will cany a 22 kilo 
(48 pound) TNT warhead, Ben- 
Shosan said. His statement was 
the first indication of when the 
Israeli system would be 
operational. 

The demand for defences 
against anti-ship missiles grew 
sharply around the world after 
the 1982 Falklands conflict bet- 
ween Britain and Argentina. 

The Argentine Air Force des- 
troyed several British ships with 
French-made sea-skimming 
Exocel missiles. 

With US aid, Israel is also 
developing the land-based 
Arrow missile to intercept 
medium-range missiles aimed at 
Israeli cities and strategic targets. 

Ben-Shoshan also said the 
Navy intercepted 40 vessels sus- 
pected of hostile intent ofT 
Israel’s shores and further afield 
in the past year. Most were 
innocent, he said. 


Worst labour unrest since Solidarity was suppressed 


Poland refuses to negotiate with Walesa 


WARSAW, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Poland's communist govern- 
ment accused Solidarity suppor- 
ters today of holding it at “strike 
gunpoint" as more workers dow- 
ned tools in the country's worst 
labour unrest since the union was 
suppressed in 1981. 

Government spokesman Jerzy 
Urban told a news conference the 
authorities would not negotiate 
with Solidarity leader Lech 
Walesa to end the strike wave. 
“There can be no political talks 
at strike gunpoint," Urban said. 

Urban was speaking after 
strike leaders tojd reporters in 
Gdansk, Solidarity’s birthplace 
and Walesa's hometown, that 
1 ,300 workers had begun a strike 
at the Gdansk ship repair yard. 
The yard employs about 2,000 
people. 

Curfew 

Gdansk Radio said 80 workers 
had gone on strike at the city’s 
Boheratow Westerplatte 
shipyard. Strike leaders said two 
sectors of the Gdansk port were 
on strike and two other shipyards 
as well as the Lenin shipyard, 
where Walesa works. 

The authorities responded to 
labour unrest in the southern 
coal-mining town of Jastraebie, 


where four collieries are not 
workj ng, by Orderinganight cur- 
few. The official news agency 
PAP said it would last from 1 1 
pm to 5 am (2100 GMT to 0300

The government said a special 
parliamentary commission 
would meet on Aug 31 to review 
the state of the economy in the 
face of strikes by workers deman- 
ding official recognition of 
Solidarity and more pay.

He also author- 
ised summary arrests and an 
increased militia presence at 
striking enterprises. 

Walesa told reporters today 
that the measures would achieve 
nothing in the long run.

Kiszczak said only 5,000 min- 
ers were on strike but the stop- 
pages had idled 65,000 piuuen.

for naming 
Nobel Prize 


winners 


STOCKHOLM, Aug 23, (AP): 
The Nobel Foundation said 
today that its 1988 peace prize 
winner will be announced Sept 
29. 

President Reagan and Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
reportedly are among the top 
contenders for the richest Nobel 
award ever. 

The prize for medicine will be 
announced Oct 27, for economy 
on Oct 18 and the prizes for 
physics and chemistry on Oct 1 9, 
the Nobel Foundation said. 

By tradition, the date for 
announcing the literature prize 
laureate is kept secret until one 
week before the announcement. 

Each Nobel laureate will 
receive about 5385,000 — about 
15 per cent more than last year. 

The peace prize announ- 
cement will be made in Oslo, 
Norway, by the Nobel Commit- 
tee of the Norwegian Parliament 
The others will be announced in 
Stockholm by the Swedish 
Academy of Sciences, the 
Karolinska Institute of 
Medicine, and by the prestigious 
18-member literary committee 
known as the Swedish Academy. 

The prizes will be distributed 
Dec 10 in Oslo and Stockholm. 

Top names 

The Norwegian press has 
reported that Reagan and Gor- 
bachev were nominated for sign- 
ing a treaty to dismantle their 
medium- and shorter-range 
nuclear missiles. 

The Nobel Committee refuses 
to confirm the names of the can- 
didates, whose nominations had 
to be submitted before Feb 1. 

A Norwegian member of 
parliament has said he nomin- 
ated President Corazon Aquino 
of the Philippines. 

Other possible nominations 
include Pope John Paul II, jailed 
South African black leader Nel- 
son Mandela, Indian Prime Min- 
ister Rajiv Gandhi and Morde- 
chai Vanunu, an Israeli impr- 
isoned on treason charges for dis- 
closing details of his country's 
nuclear capability.

Vassiliou aims for 
peace next year 


GENEVA, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Cyprus President George Vas- 
siliou said his aim was “peace 
next year” as he met United 
Nations Secretary-General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar today to 
discuss reviving talks on unifying 
the Mediterranean island. 

Perez de Cuellar held 40-min- 
ute talks with the Greek-Cypriot 
leader before a scheduled meet- 
ing with Rauf Denktash, head of 
the breakaway Turkish Republic 
of Northern Cyprus. 

Vassiliou, asked by reporters 
whether by thought peace could 
be achieved within a year, as tar- 
geted by the UN, replied: “This is 
what I hope to achieve — peace 
next year.” 

Perez de Cuellar will host a 
lunch for the two leaders in Gen- 
eva on Wednesday, the start of 
joint talks aimed at resuming 
stalled negotiations onforminga 
unified federal republic. - The 
meeting here may cany over to 
Thursday. 

The UN chief said on arrival 
late on Monday that he hoped a 
‘climate of co-ooe ration, of 


formal UN-mediated talks to be 
held on the island in early Sep- 
tember. 

Cyprus was divided in 1974 
when Turkey seized the northern 
third of the island after a coup by 
Athens-backed officers. Only 
Ankara recognises the northern 
Cypriot government, which 
declared its independence in 
1983. 

Both Vassiliou and Denktash 
have called for establishing a 
bizonal federal republic but 
remain divided over issues 
including the withdrawal of 
Turkey’s 29,000 troops on the 
island, as well as freedom of 
movement between the two 


areas. 


“At the luncheon we are not 
going to find a solution to the 
Cyprus problem,'* Vassiliou 
said. “What we hope to achieve, 
m addition to setting thedate (for 
talks in Cyprus nextmonth), is to 
achieve a good climate.. ....

CAPE TOWN, Aug 23, 
(Reuter): Black nationalist 
leader Nelson Mandela is 
recovering from tuberculosis fas- 
ter than expected, a South 
African doctor said today. 


Doctor J.G. Strauss, superin- 
tendent of Cape Town's Tyger- 
berg Hospital, said Mandela's 
jhsalth was improving all the 
time. He was sitting up in bed, 
reading newspapers and listen- 
ing tome radio. 

Mandela, jailed for life in 1964 
for plotting to overthrow white 
rule, was transferred to hospital 
from Cape Town's high security 
Pollsmoor prison on Aug 12 for 
treatment of fluid on the lung. 

Strauss said Mandela was 
recovering faster than expected 
but he did not know when he 
would be discharged. 


The illness has fuelled world- 
wide calls for the release of the 
70-year-old leader of the outl- 
awed African National Congress 
guerrilla movement, which is 
fighting to end white domina- 
tion. 


Killed US ambassador 
buried in Washington 


WASHINGTON, Aug 23, 
(UPI): Arnold Raphel, the US 
ambassador to Pakistan who was 
killed last week in the plane crash 
that also took the life ofP resident 
Zia-ul-Haq, was buried on Mon- 
day in Arlington national 
cemetery. 

Raphel, 45, a career foreign 
service officer since 1967, was 
remembered earlier by mo re than 
1,000 mourners at the Ft. Myers 
Chapel, near the cemetery across 
the Potomac River in Arlington, 
VA. 

Speakers at the memorial 
service included former 
Secretary of State Edmund 
Muskie and Deputy Secretary of 
State John Whitehead. His 
fondly had requested no press 
coverage of the ceremony. 

Raphel, who had been US 
envoy to Pakistan for little over a 
year was one of the chief 
architects of the deal that finally 
gained the release of 52 
American hostages in Iran in 
1981. He was also head of the 
task force that negotiated the 
release of 104 Americans aboard 
hacked TWA flight 847 in June 


His last major assignment at 
the State Department was over- 
seeing the military supply opera- 
tion to Afghan guerrillas. He was 
also the principal author of the 
State Department's “Operation 
Staunch," the international cam- 
paign to cut off arms supplies to 
Iran in the war with Iraq. 

Brig. Gen. Herbert Wassom, 
the senior Defence Department 
official in Pakistan, who was also 
killed in the plane crash, was to 
be interred at Arlington. 

The bodies of Raphel and 
Wassom arrived in the United 
States on Sunday at nearby 
Andrews Air Force Base, where 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
praised the American’s work 
towards peace and freedom, 

Shultz, who attended the 
weekend funeral of Zi a, and 
Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucd led a solemn service on 
the tarmac at the air base on 
Sunday. 

Shultz accompanied the 
bodies from Pakistan. As a band 
played “America the Beautiful," 
the flag-draped coffins were 
taken from the Secretary of 
State's plane.

Burundi soldiers 
massacre families 


KIGALI, Rwanda, Aug 23, 
(Reuter): Terrified refugees flee- 
ing a bloodbath in Burundi say 
the Army joined in tribal killings, 
using helicopters, armoured 
vehicles, znachineguns and 
bayonets to slaughter men, 
women and children. 

Tribal massacres have raged 
formore than a week in northern 
Burundi between the minority 
Tutsi tribe, who control politics 
and the Army, and their ancient 
rivals, the Hutu, who form 85 per 
cent of the population. 

The military government in 
Bujumbura told Western 
diplomats that about 5,000 had 
been killed but e»1m had been 
'restored. The diplomats said 
Burundi's northern districts 
were still sealed off by troops. 
Blame 

Rwandan Foreign Minister 
Francois Ngarukiymtwali said 
on Mdfitfoy that 38,000 refugees' 1 
had crossed the border since 
August 14 and more ' were 'still 
arriving. 

Ngarukiyintwali said the 
refugees would dol be allowed to 
stay permanently in Rwanda and 
diplomats said he had asked the 
United Nations High Commis- 
sioner for Refugees (UNHCR) 
to persuade them to return home 


voluntarily. 

But the diplomats said they 
doubted the mainly Hutu 
refugees would be willing to leave 
for some time. 

Burundi's Foreign Minister 
Cyprien Mbonimpa told 
diplomats in Bujumbura the 
massacres were provoked by 
Burundian exiles who had slip- 
ped into the country intent on 
overthrowing the government of 
President Pierre Buyoya. 

The Tutsi, a cattle-herding 
people, have subdued Hutu far- 
mers since pre-colonial times. 
Rwanda has a similar tribal 
make-up but the Rwandan Hutu 
overthrew Tutsi domination at 
the end of Belgium's colonial 
rule. 

In 1972theTutsi responded to 
a Hutu challenge with mass 
slaughter and foreign experts 
estimated at least 100,000 were 
kffled. • - ■ - - • 

Code Cisse, UNHCR 
representative in Rwanda who 
toured the border, area at . the 
weekend, told Reuters that more 
than half the refugees were chil- 
dren aged under ten and said: 
“We cannot talk about civil 
war because only one side is 
armed. It has become a massacre 
by the Burundi Army.” 


US candidates differ 
on Third World 


LONDON, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
The foreign policies of the two 
candidates in the US presidential 
elections differ more sharply on 
Third World issues than they do 
on East-West relations, say 
officials and experts from 
around the world. 

A Reuter survey found that, 
broadly speaking, governments 
in Latin America and Africa 
think Democrat Michael Duk- 
akis. would be the better 
President for them, while West 
Europe and East Asia prefer 
Republican George Bush, but 
could live with Dukakis. 

In the Middle East, little dif- 
ference is seen though both 
Arabs and Israelis seem margin - 
ally to favour Bush. Soviet com- 
mentators have come out for 
Dukakis. 

Most analysts expressed their 
views in shades of grey, for few 
saw dramatic changes in US 
foreign policy whoever won the 
Nov 8 poll. 

“Clearly there are differences 
between the two candidates,” 
said Dominique Moisi of the 
French Institute of International 
Relations. “But they seem to be 
more pronounced on North- 


South or Third World issues than 
on East-West matters.” 

Debt-ridden Latin American 
countries are among the most 
ardent supporters of Dukakis, 
who not only speaks Spanish but 
has promised a sympathetic 
hearing on debt relief. 

Guests 

“We would feel like guests to a 
banquet under a D ukakis admin- 
istration," said Francisco Jose 
Del Solar, a Foreign Ministry 
aide in Peru, which has a 515- 
billion debt. 

“We are sure that a D ukakis 
ad m i n istration will understand 
more the problems we face as a 
region ana as a country.” 

The Democratic contender’s 
promises to impose full sanctions 
on South Africa and declare it a 
terrorist state have also won him 
friends in Black Africa and alar- 
med white South Africans. 

Some African officials expect 
a less sympathetic attitude to 
Pretoria, whoever succeeds Ron- 
ald Reagan in the White House. 
“Whether it is Dukakis or Bush, 
they will be more realistic than 
Reagan,” said Angola’s Ambas- 
sador to Zambia, Luis Neto 
Kiambata.

Pakistan blamed for violating Geneva accord 

Soviets halt Afghan pullout 


NEW DELHI, Aug 23. (UPI): 
Soviet military officials in Kabul 
have decided to halt troops with- 
f drawals from Afghanistan until 
the onset of winter and blame the 
delay on violation of the Geneva 
accord by Pakistan, a Western 
diplomat said tody. 

He and another diplomat also 
said the Muslim rebels main- 
tained pressure on the Afghan 
government by firing more than 
50 rockets into the Capital city in 
one week. 

“The Russians have decided to 
hail their withdrawal for the time 
being" said one diplomat quot- 
ing Soviet sources in Kabul. 

He said diplomats in Kabul 
believe that the Soviets may seek 
to gain a propaganda advantage 
by blaming Pakistan for alleged 
violation of UN-mandated Gen- 
eva accord of April 14 under 
which Moscow began a nine- 
month withdrawal on May 15. 
v The Soviets were to withdraw 
half of its 1 15,000 troops by Aug 
15, and totally by Feo 15 next 
year. 


Moscow says it has met the 
Aug 15 deadline by pulling back 
half its troops from the lan- 
dlocked nation it invaded in 
December 1979 to bolster a com- 
munist government plagued by 
internal divisions and a rebellion. 

Pause 

“We suspect this is a planned 
pause and that no further major 
movements will occur until the 
onset of winter.” said the 
diplomat. 

Moscow accuses Islamabad of 
continued interference in the 
affairs of Afghanistan and its 
support for Muslim rebels, say- 
ing it offers sanctury and 
weapons in violation of the Gen- 
eva accord. 

Moscow contends violations 
by Pakistan may slow the 
pullout. 

Both diplomats said Muslim 
rebels fired more than 50 rockets 
into the capital between Aug 15 
and 22.

'TOKYO, Aug 23, (AP): In thfc- 
face of a continuing Soviet 
' military Buildup in the Fair East, 

1 Japan -wiil continue a -five-year- 
defence expansion programme, 
the Defence Agency said today. 

The decision is likely to keep 
Japan’s military spending above 
one percentofits Gross National 
Product, a 1976 defence spend- 
ing ceiling abandoned last year 
by the government. 

The budget for defence- 
related expenses for the current 
fiscal year is 3.7 trillion yen (528 
billion), an estimated 1.013 per 
cent of Japan's GNP. 

Defence spending is a sensitive 
issue in Japan, where anti- 
military sentiment has been 
strong since the militarism oF 
World War II. The constitution 
renounces war. 

Other Asian nations such as 
South Korea, China, and Indon- 
esia have objected to Japan's 
increased military spending, 
accusing Japan of trying to once 
again become a military power. 

In an annual defence report, 
the government said “The Soviet 
Union has adopted a military 
buildup as one of its top 
priorities, and, as a result, has 
increased its strength enough to 
confront the US in the spheres of 


both nuclear and conventional 
warfare." 

The report said that although 
Soviet leader Mikhail Gorba- 
chev has emphasised peaceful 
intentions “there is no chance in 
the trend of continuous military 
build up of the Soviet Union as 
seen in the realities of 
deployment of SS-24 ICBM 
(Intercontinental Ballistic Mis- 
siles), commissioning of a fourth 
Kiev-class aircraft carrier and 
deployment of a fourth genera- 
tion of fighter aircraft.’* 

It said that in the Far East, the 
Soviet Union has begun to build 
up its forces rapidly with Sino- 
Soviet confrontation as the 
catalyst, and has deployed 
“enormous forces" along the 
Soviet-China border. 

The report said that although 
the United States, backed by its 
military and economic strength, 
continues to play a major role in 
international politics, “no one 
can deny that its position has 
recently been declining com- 
paratively in the economic field." 

“Under these circumstances, 
Japan will be increasingly expec- 
ted to play a role commensurate 
with its position as the second- 
largest economic power among 
free world nations next to the 
United States." it said. 


Foreign media accused of spreading rumours 

Sudan clamps censorship 


KHARTOUM, Aug 23, 
(Reuter): Sudan has imposed 
censorship on foreign journalists 
after criticism abroad of govern- 
ment hand ling of flood relief aid. 

Information Minister 
Abdullah Mohammed Ahmed 
announced last night that all 
reports, photographs and video 
tapes must be submitted to Min- 
istry of Information officials for 
approval before being despat- 
ched overseas. 

x He accused foreign newspaper 
Vi and agency journalists or report- 
1 ing “rumours and wrong infor- 
mation on foreign relief and its 
distribution” to victims of floods 
that have killed 73 people and 
made two million homeless. 

“Things have gone as far as 
inciting racial and religious strife 


among the people of one 
nation." Ahmed said. 

He said the reports had sown 
suspicion and undermined 
public confidence in depart- 
ments distributing the relief. 

Under new media controls 
reporters, photographers and 
television crews will be barred 
From moving around Khartoum 
unless accompanied by Informa- 
tion Ministry officials. 

Approval 

It will be an offence to send 
overseas any report, photograph 
or video film which has not been 
approved by the ministry. 

Hotels were ordered not to 
allow the scores of visiting 
foreign journalists to transmit 
news items by telex unless the 
stories were stamped approved 
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by the Ministry of Information. 

Ahmed said the Interior Min- 
istry would help his department 
enforce the restrictions. 

The restrictions were imposed 
shortly after Prime Minister 
Sadeq AJ Mahdi made a blister- 
ing attack on foreign media 
coverage of the flood disaster. 

The government has decreed 
new regulations to clamp down 
on black market dealers who 
have sent prices soaring in the 
aftermath of the worst floods in 
ibeir country’s history. 

Maj. Gen. Mohammed El 
Fateh Abdoun. mayor of Khar- 
toum, was quoted last night by 
the official Omdurman Radio as 
saying that all food wholesalers 
and retailers were required to 
report theextent of their stock to 
the authorities within 48 hours. 

He said merchants dealing in 
building supplies like cement, 
wood, zinc and all kinds of iron 
should also provide a similar 

inventory within a week. He said 
offenders would be tried. 

“Worse than the natural disa- 
sters are the moral disasters 
which have prompted some 
citizens to exploit the bad situa- 
tion as a means for unlawful 
riches," Abdoun said.

Protests shake 
Burmese rulers 
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Koreans will try 
to end deadlock on 
Olympic talks 


RANGOON, Aug 23, (Reuter): ■ 
More than half a million people 
marched peacefully through 


de manding an end to the 26-year- 
old socialist government. 

Troops deployed under mar- 
tial law were pulled back in Ran- 
goon where at least 100,000 peo- 
ple took control of the streets 
declaring they would accept 
“nothing but democracy." 

“This is the answer to the 
government’s call for public 
Opinion,” said a banner strung 
across a central Rangoon street 
as the crowds swept through 
under flags and banners urging 
“democracy." 

Maung Mating, Burma's third 
socialist leader in five weeks after 
six months of political turmoil, 
has set up a commission to 
examine public opinion. 

Collapse 

A Western ambassador in 
Rangoon said the size of the upr- 
ising “must be threatening the 
government seriously." 

Well over 250,000 paraded 
through Mandalay, in the north, 
where one diplomat said every 
household was sending two peo- 
ple to take part, and a further 
200,000 in Tavoy, in the south. 

Diplomats said that in both 
those cities and others there were 
reports of the civil administra- 
tion collapsing, with Buddhist 
monks taking over abandoned 
council offices. 

By early evening, the crowds in 


Rangoon began dispersing 
peacefully, strictly controlled by 
stewards who ordered no taunt- 


barbed wire barricades at key 
government buildings. 

A curfew was in force. The 
marchers, laughing, cheering 
and raising their fists as they 
chanted and sang the national 
anthem, showed no sense of fear 
of a repeat of the events two 
weeks ago when troops fired into 
the crowds and many were killed. 

The “People Power” move- 
ment, now embracing students, 
monks, doctors and lawyers, 
actors, singers and film stars as 
well as workers, is united in two 
fundamental demands. 

They are an end to 26 years of 
single-party rule under the 
Burma Socialist Programme 
Party (BSPP), which has repres- 
sed opposition and ruined a 
o n ce-pr osper o us economy, and 
release of political prisoners. 

Mood 

Veteran BSPP leader Ne Win 
■stepped down on July 23 after 
mass protests in March and June 
and his successor, the widely- 
hated Sein Lwin, was driven from 
office after 18 days. 

The demonstrations were 
good humoured, with soldiers 
sometimes chatting with demon- 
strators. At one point, two sol- 
diers, sitting back-to-back on the 
pavement with their guns laid 
down, were handed food. 

The few foreign tourists still in 
Rangoon were warmly 


applauded on the streets. 

Many posters, cartoons and 
leaflets festooning Rangoon 


removed by security forces last 
night but were back by today. 
The hospital has been a rallying 
point for demonstrators. 

One poster showed Maung 
Maung asking: “Con I fly from 
this country?" 

State-run media invited people 
to give their opinion in person or 
by mail to a government panel 
which opened an office in the 
capital today, but one diplomat 
said “people regard the new com- 
mission as a meaningless ges- 
ture.” 

The diplomats said they had 
heard no reports of deaths or 
injuries in the renewed demon- 
strations that began yesterday. 

The government today said 
Health Minister Tun Wai resig- 
ned because of an incident at 
Rangoon general hospital, where 
armed troops shot and wounded 
several nurses at the height of a 
gory week of protest in early 
August. 

Diplomats said medical aid 
donations were being held up 
because the authorities apparen- 
tly did not want ’to admit that 
casualties had exceeded the 
officially announced figures of 
1 12 dead and 267 wounded. 

As many as 3,000 could have 
been lulled, and many of the 
wounded are dying because their 
wounds have turned gangrenous, 
they said. 


SEOUL, Aug 23, (AP): The 
heads of South and North 
Korean negotiating teams will 
hold another meeting tomorrow 
to try to break deadlock in talks 
over the Olympic Games and a 
non-agjjression pact, officials 

Chief South Korean delegate 
Park Joon-Kyu will meet his 
communist counterpart. Chon 
Kum Choi, at the Panmirajom 
truce site that straddles the 
demilitarized zone separating the 
two Koreas, a spokesman for 
Park said. 

The meeting was to be private, 
the spokesman said. No press 
was to be allowed. 

North and South Korean 
officials have met three times 
since Friday in an unsuccessful 
attempt to agree on an agenda 
for joint parliamentary talks. 

North Korea is demanding to 
co-host the Olympics, which 
begin in Seoul Sept 17. It also 
wants the two sides to agree on 
terms for a joint non-aggression 
pact 

Co-hosting 

The North has said it will 
boycott the games unless it is 
allowed to co-host the event. 
South Korea fears the North 
may resort to terrorist attacks to 
disrupt the Olympics if its 
demand is not met 

The South, which has said co- 
hosting is impossible, wants 
North Korea to agree to urgent 
talks to try and resolve the Olym- 
pics issue, leaving other subjects 


until after the Games. Seoul says 
it wants its communist rival to 
i?ke part in Lhe Seoul Games. 

The suggestion for a private 
meeting between the chief 
delegates was made yesterday by 
Park after a third round of talks 
ended in deadlock between the 
five-member delegations of law- 
makers from each side. 

This morning. South Korea's 
National Assembly said the 
North called and asked for a 
chief delegate's meeting at the 
border, giving the South's team 
just 34 minutes to get there. 

The meeting could not be held 
because Pa nm unjam is more 
than an hour's drive from Seoul. 
The two sides agreed to meet 
tomorrow. 

North Korea wants full-scale 
talks involving the full parlia- 
ments of both sides plus 
representatives of various social 
and doss groups. It also wants 
the Olympics and a non-aggres- 
sion pact to be the main items for 
discussion. 

Recognition 

Both sides claim to be the sole 
le gitimat e government of Korea 
and the South sees its selection to 
host the Olympics’ as inter- 
national recognition of its claim. 

Previous, sporadic talks bet- 
ween the two sides since the early 
1970s faded to make progress.' 
The last talks collapsed in Jan- 
uary, 1986 when North Korea 
pulled out to protest annual 
South Korean-US military exer- 
cises.

Waterway between Iraq and Kuwait navigable 


THE captain of the Kuwaiti- 
flagged ship Ibn AI Haitham, 
Mohammad Fuad AI Khasht 
said yesterday that international 
navigation corridors between 
Khour Abdullah in Iraq and 
Shuwaikh port are usable. 

Speaking to KUNA, AI Kha- 
sht said that his commercial ship 
was the first to leave the Iraqi 
port ofKhour AI Zubaii after the 
truce between Iraq and Iran went 
into effect last Saturday. The 
ship arrived in Kuwait on Mon- 
day under its own power. 

Trapped 

The ship was trapped in Khour 
AI Zubair at the outbreak of the 
Gulf war almost eight yean ago. 
The vessel will be inspected and 
repaired before returning to 
service in the merchant marine of 
the owner company. United 
Arab Shipping Co. 

Ninety two other vessels are 
still in Iraqi waters. 

The general opinion in Gulf 
shipping circles had been that Lhe 
trapped vessels would be useless 
except for scrap after the eight 
years ofbeing caught in the cross- 
fire of the war. The condition of 


other vessels remains unknown. 

It had also been believed that 
Iraqi ports would not be able to 
operate without heavy dredging 
and mine-dearing after the eight- 
year halt in services, but it seems 
that the Khour Zubair port is at 
least operational. 

At least one of the first Iraqi 
vessels to sail out after the 
ceasefire had reportedly also 1 eft 
from Khour Zubair. 

Regarding the insurance reim- 
bursement of the Ibn AI 
Haitham, AI Khasht said the 
owner company was reimbursed 
and then bought the ship back 
from the insurance company. 

Attacked 

Ibn AI Haitham, which was 
built in 1 976 with a load capacity 
of 22300 tons, was attacked by a 
missile while it was anchoring at 
Khour AI Zubair on the second 
day of Iraq-Iran war. 

The ship's design minimis ed 
damage from the missile that hit 
it, AI Khasht said. 

He concluded saying he hopes 
that peace and stability will 
return to the region.

Two Boeing 747s Combi ver- 
sion planes will be pressed into 
service in late October. 

Air India must rely on its own 
strengths to gel financing for 
additions to its fleet, and is 
obliged to pay high interest rates 
on loans, Ranga Rao said. 

Although its revenue rose 11 
per cent in 1987-88, the airline 
operated at a loss. AH profits 
were soaked up by interest and 
loan repayments, he said. 

He said the airline’s Middle 
East operation is a steady 
revenue earner, and traffic from 
Kuwait shows steady growth. 

India has been a popular des- 
tination, with cultural and shop- 
ping facilities as major attrac- 
tions for visitors from Kuwait, he 
said. 

“A Kuwaiti dinar can go a 
long way in India.” he said.

Umm Khaled said her fees can 
range from KD 600 to KD 2,000, 
depending on the financial status 
of the bridegroom. As a match- 
maker, she does not interfere in 
the amount of dowry, but she 
may try to reduce it if she is 


asked.

Rejects 

Umm Khaled said that she 
hopes to open a marriage bureau 
and employ women matchmak- 
ers and psychology and 
sociology graduates to help solve 
family problems. The bureau 
would ask for official documents 
from the prospective 
bridegroom to verify the infor- 
mation he gives about himself. 

Although many people in 
Kuwait still prefer arranged 
marriages, lhe new generation 
rejects the idea as outdated. 
Many of them fed that match- 
makers were necessary in the past 
because it was difficult for boys 
and girls to meet, but that there is 
no need for their services in this 
day and age.

Biggest impact 


will be political

CHICAGO: The North 

American drought is causing the 
beginnings of a stir in inter- 
national circles. 

The United Stales and Canada 
won’t have as much to export. 
Foreign compctitorsare planting 
a little more. And food-import- 
ing nations face a hard choice: 
spend more for the grain that is 
available (and more expensive 
now) or don’t buy as much. 

Bui the biggesi impact of the 
North American drought is lik- 
ely to be political, not economic. 
With a smaller stash of surplus 
grain, the agricultural trade war 
between the LIS and the 
European Economic Commun- 
ity (EEC) is likely to subside, 
trade analvsts and economists 


say. 

“The budget pressures are off 
the EEC." says Dale Hathaway, 
an agricultural consultant based 
in Washington. DC “And the 
real question is: Will their minds 
stay focused?" 

Since 1986. the US has used 
aggressive export subsidies to 
force the EEC to change its farm 
programmes and stop subsidis- 
ing Its grain exports. The EEC 
has started to reform farm policy 
hut not Lo the extent that the 
Americans want. Each side has 
dumped large quantities of sur- 
plus grain onto the world market 
below cost. 

Respite 

But this summer's drought has 
brought a temporary respite. 
With less surplusgrain and world 
prices rising, each side is finding it 
easier to sell abroad with fewer 
subsidies. Both will save con- 
siderable sums in agricultural 
subsidies that no longer have to 
he paid. 

“If the two sides would look at 
this us un opportunity to act ... it 
could be a very positive thing." 
says Ed Rossmiller, director of 
the food and farm policy centre at 
Resources for the Future, a 
Washington research group. 


But for a variety of reasons, 
other large food-exporting 
nations have not radically 
increased their own plantings. 
One of the main reasons is tim- 
ing. Most of these countries were 
already planting by the lime the 
drought transpired, says Sara 
Schwartz, agricultural econ- 
omist with the US DA. 

Boost 

One of the exceptions is Argen- 
tina, which has a later planting 
season. Although iLs farmers 
have been delayed in their wheal 
planting because of dry condi- 
tions. US analysts expect l hem to 
boost com and soybean acreage 
when the plan ling season starts in 
a couple of months. 

Another factor is that most of 
these nations have farm 
programmes that partly insulate 
farmers from up-and-down price 
movements. Schwartz says. 

Finally, few nations want lo 
invest heavily in agricultural 
expansion when, in all likeli- 
hood. worldwide production will 
return to normal next year. The 
estimated ratio of grain stocks to 
consumption remains near his- 
toric highs. according to the 
USDA. 

"It really lakes more than one- 
year blip (in production) lo get 
people here or anywhere else to 
break out new acreage," says 
Richard PotlorfF. agriculture 
economist at WEFA group, an 
econometric company near 
Philadelphia. 

So far. US analysis see the 
drought as a temporary setback 
rather than a long-term blow to 
North American grain exports. 
Even foreign observers don’t see 
much long-term advantage for 
their nations' farm trade. 

“We will be very prudent in our 
assessment of the drought," says 
Vonthronofthe EEC. The idea is 
not to let farmers inundate the 
Community with surplus grain 
so soon after it began to pull itself 
out from under its heavy sur- 
pluses.

Too many people, but too few resources 


China at crossroads after decade of reform

BEUING, <AP): China, 1988: 
The year of the dragon, the 10th 
in the reform years of Deng 
Xiaoping. 

What is the state of the nation? 

A land of great excess and dis- 
couraging want; encumbered by 
too many people ‘(more than a 
billion) with too many expecta- 
tions grappling for too few 
resources with too little money 
and not enough opportunity for 
success. 

Deng, now 84 and semi- 
retired, says the political, econ- 
omic and social reforms he 
initiated in 1978 have now 
entered a “crucial stage." 

China must push ahead with 
price reforms without exacerbat- 
ing double-digit inflation. It 
must produce more goods while 
reining in an industrial growth 
rate of 17 per cent, far greater 
than the nation's weak infras- 
tructure and limited financial 
resources can sustain. 

China must also give its people 
more democracy without unle- 
ashing the already serious 
problems of unrest and crime 
that accompany a less regimen- 
ted society. 

Poor 

For all its dramatic changes of 
the past decade, China is still an 
achingly poor agrarian-based 
nation where millions have never 
ridden in a car, seen an indoor 
toilet or (ravelled beyond the 
next mountain. 

Hie government estimates 
that 60 million people live below 
the poverty line of 1 50 yuan ( $40) 


per person a year. In the dusty 
drylands of north-central China, 
where the late Chairman Mao 
Tse-Tung built his revolutionary 
base 50 years ago. 30 million peo- 
ple still live in caves. 

About20 percent of Chinese, a 
number almost equal to the 
population of the United States, 
are illiterate. 

But Deng, thrice-purged by 
Mao, has transformed the land- 
scape since a now legendary 
Communist Party conference in 
late 1978 when & consolidated 
power, rejected the primacy of 
class struggle and announced 
that socialism must be equated 
with economic development, not 
political upheaval and poverty.

Deng revived the family farm, 
encouraged free markets add 
said private enterprise is crucial 
to what he calls a “socialist com- 
modity economy." He has traded 
off unwieldy central planning for 
production according to market 
d emands . 

Experimenting 

More recently China has 
begun experimenting with slock 
markets, shareholding, land auc- 
tions and private housing. Gties 
avidly compete for foreign inves- 
tment, and already 12,000 com- 
panies, led by those from Hong 
Kong, the United States and 
Japan, have invested nearly $10 
billion in joint ventures and 
wholly owned firms. 

Zhao Ziyang, the new general 
secretary of the Communist 
Party, speaking at a landmark 
party congress last fall, emphas- 
ised that China will be in the 
"primary stage of socialism" for 


1 00 years. In effect, he gave econ- 
omists a century to tinker with 
capitalistic business practices. 

During Deng's decade, 
incomes have more than tripled 
in the countryside, to about 450 
yuan ($1 2 1) annually per person, 
and doubled in the cities to about 
1,000 yuan ($270) 

One-fourth of urban house- 
hold now have colour TVs and 
one-tenth have refrigerators. In 
1981 the figure for both was near 
zero. Only a third of city residents 
have indoor plumbing, but a 
majority own washing machines 
and tape recorders. 

China's gross national 
product iu 1987 topped $270 
billion, more than double a 
decade earlier and up 9.4 per cent 
from 1986. Foreign trade 
quadrupled to $80 billion, and 
1 .7 million foreign tourists scaled 
the Great Wall and viewed the 
wonders of ancient Xian, com- 
pared to 230.000 in 1978. 


Zhao Ziyang 

The most profound changes 
.have come io the countryside, 
where 80 per cent of China's 1 .07 
billion people live. Deng disman- 
tled Mao's initiative-stifling 
communes and gave the farm 
back to the family. The farmer 
now contracts with the state for a 
certain amount of produce, and 
can sell anything above his quota 
on the better-paying free market. 

Deng's assurances that it was 
no sin to get rich has led to 
“10,000-yuan-a-yeax ($2,700) 
-households," inconceivable dur- 
ing Mao's ultra-leftist Cultural 
Revolution in 1966-76. 

Despite the successes, 
“agriculture problems are crying 
out for a solution,” the daily 
publication Economic Informa- 
tion has said. Grain production, 
after hitting a record 407 million 
tons, in 1984, fell sharply in 1985 
and has yet to fully recover. 

Bad weather is partly to blame, 
but a key problem is that the 


Large-scale 

Beijing is also talking about 
the need for mechanized 
“optimum-scale" farms, mean- 
ing large-scale production. 
While no one advocates bringing 
back communes, there is growing 
recognition that the family far- 
mer, scraping away at his average 
1.5 acres (0.6 hectare) with his 
water buffalo and hoe, has little 
room for expanded production. 

The most visible evidence of 
reform in China's cities and 
towns today is the 20 million free 
market enterpreneurs whose 
s talls of fresh foods and brightly 
coloured clothes clog streetcor- 
ners. 

China also has 3.6 million peo- 
ple working for 225,000 "private 
businesses,” or entrepreneurs 
employing eight or more people. 
These workers, often hired on 
fixed contracts, give up “eating 
from the iron pot,” the lifetime 
employment system where per- 
formance is irrelevant, for a shot 
at earning more in a profit-mak- 
ing company. 

Recent economic reforms 
have centred on giving factory 
managers more autonomy and 
adjusting prices to reflect market 
values rather than arbitrary 


state-set ceilings. In both areas, 
progress has been slow and 
arduous. 

Under the responsibility sys- 
tem. factory managers are freed 
from excess interference From 
Beijing or local party secretaries. 
Theraanagerand his workers are 
rewarded for making profits and 
pay the consequences of losing 
money.

Depends 


In reality, though, the man- 
ager still depends on government 
indulgences for scarce energy 
and raw materials, and he often 
must sell to the state at unrealis- 
tically low prices. ^ 

His right to dismiss redundant 
or unsatisfactory workers is 
rarely used- China, with an 
official unemployment rate of 2 
per cent, strongly prefers having 
its excess labour force, estimated 
at 20 million to 30 million, loaf- 
ing on the job rather than on the 
streets. 

Price reform, highlighted this 
year by sharply increased retail 
prices for such basics as pork, 
vegetables, sugar and eggs, has 
been put on hold for the second 
half of 1 988 because ofthe alarm- 
ing inflation rate. 

Consumer prices in June were * 
up 19 per cent over the same * 
month in 1987. the highest infla- 
tion figure ever announced by the 
communist government. Off- 
icials say the living standards of 
20 per cent of city dwellers 
declined last year due to rising 


prices. 

Still, the government insists 
price reform will continue.

Anti-nuclear movement 


gains ground in Japan

TOKYO, (Reuter): The Japan- 
ese are the only people to have 
been bombed by nuclear 
weapons, but only now has a 
popular movement against 
nuclear power begun to gain 
ground in Japan. 

The Japanese have, until 
recently, shown an unreserved 
acceptance of the idea of nuclear 
plants as a clean and safe source 
of power. But some experts say 
the growing number of nuclear 
plan ts are no t nearly as safe as the 
government suggests. 

“Chernobyl finally made peo- 
ple understand nuclear power 
plants can also endanger our 
life," said JinzaburoTakagi. who 
has campaigned against nuclear 
power for many years. 

Radioactive fallout from a fire 
at the Chernobyl plant in the 
Soviet Union in April. 1986, 
spread all over the world, con- 
taminated food in Europe, and 
turned large parts of the local 
area into a wasteland. 

Two recent bestselling books 
— “A Dangerous Story: Cher- 
nobyl and the Fate of Japan" by 
TakasKi Hirose, and Sumiko 
KanshaV'If It Is NotToo Late” 
have popularised the issue. 

Shocked 

Kansha, a housewife with two 
children in the southern city of 
Fukuoka, knew nothing about 
nuclear power. She said she was 
shocked into finding out by the 
Chernobyl disaster. 

“The United Stales and the 
Soviet Union, both countries 
with the technology lo send peo- 
ple to the moon, had nuclear 
accidents. How can we be so sure 
Japan is absolutely safe?" she 
said in her book.

Explain 

The official nuclear agency 
and electricity companies have 
started printing pamphlets to 
explain their case, sending 
nuclear experts to give lectures, 
and advertising in newspapers Lo 
say that nuclear power plants are 
safe. 

Yukihide Hayashi of the 
atomic energy policy research 
office said: “We are afraid the 
anti-nuclear power movement 
will become as strong as the ones 
in Europe and the United 
Slates." 

“We are aware of the potential 
danger. But we cannot allow 
them to play on people’s 
ignorance over radioactivity to 
exaggerate their fears. Alter- 
native energies may be enough 
for local demand but cannot sus- 
tain Japan's economy," he said. 

Another official, who used to 
work for the government’s 
nuclear power plant construc- 


tion programme, told Reuters 
under condition of anonymity 
that people directly involved 
knew that some aspects of the 
programme were dangerous. 

According to official figures, 
Japan's 35 nuclear power plants 
provide about 30 per cent of the 
nation's electricity. 

Construction 

By the year 2030, Japan plans 
to complete construction of 
another 18 nuclear power plants 
to supply about 60 per cent of its 
power. 

Takao Takahara, social scien- 
tist at Meijjgakuin University, 
said housewives are proving to be 
mainstay of the movement. 

“It is epoch-making for a 
country which has so little his- 
tory of grass root movements," 
he said.

BELFAST, (Reuter): “My wee 
girl of five cannot understand 
why I keep saying to her — never 
tell people your daddy is a sol- 
dier." 

Crouching in the back of an 
armoured Landrover patrolling 
the deadly back streets of Belfast, 
the soldier gives a fatalistic shrug 
of the shoulders and accepts he 
will always be in the firing line. 

He is a member of the Ulster 
Defence Regiment (UDR),_ the 
largest regiment in the British 
Army, responsible for 85 percent 
of the patrolling duties in the 
strife-torn province of Northern ’ 
Ireland. - “ * 

The most senior officers m the 
6,500-strong regiment come 
from the British mainland. The 
restare from Northern Ireland in 
a regiment where 55 per cent are 
part-timers, the perfect “soft tar- 
get” for Irish Republican Army 
(IRA) guerrillas battling to oust 
Britain. 

Grim statistics on the Belfast 
battalion wall highlight the costs. 
Of the 177 UDR men killed since 
its foundation in 1970, 134 were 
off-duty. They worked as post- 
men, aocountants and elec- 
tricians, easily marked men in 
tight-knit, tribal communities. 

Lost 

The regiments making up the 
rest of the British Army have lost 
410 soldiers since the first units 
were sent to the province in 1969. 
Eight were killed in one bloody 
blow on Saturday when the IRA 
launched a bomb attack against 
an Army bus near Omagh, 55 
miles (90 km) west of Belfast 

The UDR is made up almost 
exclusively of Protestants and 
the largely local force is spread 
across a wide spectrum of the 
Irish nationalist community with 
moderate Catholic politicians 
arguing that it should be disban- 


ded and the IRA quick to 
intimidate anyone contemplat- 
ing membership. 

Ten UDR men have been 
killed this year. The latest to die 
was dragged from a Belfast shoe 
shop and shot dead in front of his 
wife and two-year-old daughter. 

Farmers have to plough their 
fields with a gun in their back 
pockets. A plumber wears a 
bullet-proof flak jacket. Maybe 
he will be targetted on patrol that 
night. 

Surely those pressures would 
force a soldier to crumble under 
stress when he has to go home at 
night, not be tucked safely away 
in ^secure barracks.^ 

The Belfast soldier, a street- 
‘ wise figure with eyes constantly 
searching for the rooftop sniper, 
agrees. 'There is always a gap in 
your security awareness. You 
tend to think it will never happen 
to you. 

Bombs 

“You can be late for work one 
morning and forget to look 
uhder the car for bombs. You 
have to send the wife to the door 
when someone knocks. You 
have to check who it is from an 
upstairs window." 

Also on patrol is a member of 
the Green Finches, the women's 
contingent in the UDR. 

A divorcee, with two sons serv- 
ing in the British Army, said: 
“Every time there is a UDR 
death, it makes you ever more 
determined to go on. If you think 
about it too long, it gets hard. 

“I joined because I wanted to 
do something for my country. 
Now it’s because I enjoy it." 

The landrover manhole cover

two soldiers take up “top cover’ 
positions to ensure no one tries to 
hurl a grenade. 

Much laughter on the patrol is 
provoked by the right of a star- 
tled reporter jumping off his seat

What are the chances of being 
hit? The patrol leader said: “This 
Landrover is strong enough to 
resist grenades and small arms 
fire." 

Then he adds with a touch of 
hearty bravado: “We could of 
course get hit by an RPG-7

ball pitch to fire that. They can be 
very inaccurate."

A senior officer from Britain 
highlights how invaluable the 
UDR soldier's local knowledge 
can be against a guerrilla foe wbo 
melts back, into the Jocal com- 
-munity-and -relies on it for sup- 
port 

“These guys have grown up 
with the terrorists. It's a jungle 
drums situation out there. They 
used to throw rocks at each other 
when they were kids." 

The UDR is overwhelmingly 
Protestant with only three per 
cent coming from the north's 
Catholic minority. 

Seamus Mallon, a leader of the 
moderate Catholic Social 
Democratic and Labour Party, 
said: “They have not earned the 
respect of the Catholic National- 
ist Community. Most people see 
them as part of the problem, not 
the solution." 

Sixteen UDR members have 
been convicted of murder, and 
the senior officer admitted: “We 
have got our bad eggs. We have 
to put our house in order. We 
have got to be whiter than 
white.” 

Down among the picturesque 
country laces of Antrim where 
IRA guerrillas bide their 
weapons, a senior officer from 
Britain is lavish in praise of the 
few serving UDR Catholics 
there. 

“They really are the bravest of 
the brave. They will probably 
have to give up going to church.

NEW ORLEANS, (UPI):

trick in dummy and immediately 
played three rounds of clubs.

The declarers simply con- 
tinued with ace of hearts and anoth- 
er, and they had nine tricks by way 
of two spades, three hearts and four 
clubs.

A MACABRE leiter reputed to 
have been wriLien by Jack the 
Ripper during his campaign of 
mass murder and mutilation to 
Victorian London has been 
anonymously returned to 
Scotland Yard after being lost 
for decades. 

The letter, written in red ink 
and scnL to u London news 
agency in Sept, T88S, after the 
second of the five killings of 
East End prostitutes ascribed 
to the Ripper, is one of the most 
important surviving 

documents of the infamous 
case. 

It was among a .bundle of 
documents sent to me curator 
of the Yard's Black Museum 
earlier this year in a plain 
brown envelope. It had been 
posted in Croydon but all 
attempts to identify the sender 
nave failed. 

Mystery 

“It is a great mystery but at 
least we now have a more cora- 
plete file." said Mr John 
4 be! low. Deputy Commissioner 
of the Metropolitan Police. 
“We do not even know how 
long ‘.he documents have been 
mining." 

Also shown publicly for the 
first time yesterday were 
original post mortem 
photographs of three of the 
Ripper's victims which had 
been presumed lost. 

they were returned to 
Scotland Yard separately by 
the family of a senior police 
officer who died recently. 

ll is not known how the 
photographs came into his pos- 
session hut he is believed to 
have used them to illustrate 
criminology lectures. 

The Ripper letter, signed 
“Yours truly. Jack the Ripper 
{Don't mind me giving the 
trade name)." was addressed to 
i "The Boss. Central News 
Office. London City.” 

It was first treated by the 
news agency as a sick joke but 
when they forwarded it to the 
Scotland Yard it was viewed as 
being genuine.- -• 

Slaughter 

It begins with taunts to the

The Ripper’s third murder 
was committed five days after 
the letter was posted. 

The authenticity of the letter 
has been questioned by a num- 
ber of expert criminologists, 
including the curator of the 
Black Museum himself, Mr Bill 
Waddell.

Other documents contained 
in the bundle were original post 
mortem notes on one the Rip- 
per's first victim, Mary Ann 
Nieholls, and a draft of a par- 
don issued by Scotland Yard to 
anyone who may have been 
peripherally involved in the 
killings if they would deliver 
Jack. 

Identity 

The identity of Jack the Rip- 
per is still one of the great 
cr imin al mysteries and proba- 
bly still, 100 years on, 
represents Scotland Yard's 
most spectacular failure. 

Among the chief suspects 
were Montague Druitt, a Lon- 
don barrister from a medical 
family wbo committed suicide 
seven weeks after the final mur- : 
der, Aaron KosminskL, a mys- 
terious Polish Jew who died 
some years later in a lunatic 
asylum and Sir William Gull, a 
Freemason and Queen Vic- 
toria's personal surgeon. A less 
likely but more spectacular sus- 
pect was the Duke of Clarence. 

The murders, which were 
carried out between Aug 31 and 
Nov 9,1888, almost caused the 
government of the day to fall 
and. led to the resignation of the 
Metropolitan Police Commis- 
sioner following the interven- 
tion of Queen Victoria. 

The area of Whitechapel 
where the murders took place is 
still a regular tourist attraction 
and the centenary of the Rip- 
per’s bloody campaign has 
prompted a glut of new books 
and television programmes. 

The victims were: Mary Ann 
Nieholls, murdered Aug 31 in 
Bucks Row; Annie Chapman, 
murdered Sept 8 in H anbury 
Street; Liz Stride, murdered 
Sept 30 in Berner Street; Cath- 
erine Eddowes, also murdered 
Sept 30 in Mitre Square; and 
Mary Kelly, murdered Nov 8 in 
Millers Court. The redis- 
covered pictures are of the first 
three victims. 

Mr Dellow said that while 
the documents and 
photographs add nothing to 
the overall knowledge of the 
Ripper case they are vital 
artefacts of criminal history.

Singing a song about AIDSj

ENCOURAGING convent 
schoolgirls to writesongs about 
safe sex may seem shocking. 
But the idea appeal to Dr 
Andrew Kosia, chairman of 
Siena Leone’s National AIDS 
Committee. 

“You need imagination to 
fight this disease and music is 
one of the most powerful 
weapons we have. If people like 
it, they will listen and it could 
save their lives,** said Dr Kosia. 

Recording and producing a 
cassette of songs about AIDS 
was the idea of an east London 
artist, Mrs Catherine March, 
and her husband, Lenford, a 
Bir ming ham reggae musician. 

Mrs March 28, was sent to 
Sierra Leone last year by 
Voluntary Service Overseas to 
act as health education co- 
ordinator for the Lassa Fever 
I Research Project based in the 
s mall Eastern province town of 
Segbwema. Since 1986, the US- 
funded Lassa Project has used 
its facilities and established a 
network of medical personnel 
to carry out tests for HIV 
antibodies and to educate peo- 
ple about AIDS. 

According to the latest 
World Health Organisation 
figures, there are no AIDS cases 
in Sierra Leone. But the 
National AIDS Committee has 
been carrying out a survey of 
1,500 people in “high risk” 
groups. Of 950 blood samples 
analysed, eight have been 
positive: five of these are HIV 
carriers, one has developed the 
disease and two have already 
died. 

Situation 

Dr Kosia said: “As yet, the 
situation seems, nowhere near 
as serious as it is in parts of East 
and Central Africa. But we can 
not afford to be complacent. 
We live in a promiscuous 
society and I fear there are 
many , many more undiagnosed 
cases across the country.” 

Attitude to AIDS range from 
incredulity — a 15-year-old 
schoolboy said it was myth 
invented by whites to control 
the black population — to the

work was virtually paralysed 
outside the capital Freetown. 

“We are dealing with a com- 
pletely different economic 
reality here,” said Mrs March. 
“So we had to find a form of 
health education which was 
both powerful and 
appropriate. Music seemed a 
good way to reach large num- 
bers of people, particularly in 
the younger age groups.” 

The AIDS songs are all in the 


widely-spoken Krio dialect, a 
West African form of “pidgin." 
and were mainly written by 
teenaged girls at the Holy 
Rosary School in nearby Ken- 
ema. 

Detailed 

At AfiDS workshops in local 
schools, each pupil is asked to 
practise using a condom by roll- 
ing one onto a banana. The 
songs are equally explicit: “Ifyu 
wan fo bete. bele yu enyu 
boifreu na fo yus condom bifo 
yu get seks.” (“If you want to 
protect yourself and your 
boyfriend, don't forget to use a 
condom before you have sex”). 

The songs include detailed 
instructions on condom use 
and there is warning against 
economy measures: “Wan tem 
yus, if yu no wan AIDS.” (Use 
only once if you don't want 
AIDS**). - - -Condoms . , are .. 
relatively cheap — one month's 
supply costs less than a packet 


of cigarettes. 

The songs do not attempt to 
preach sexual morality but they 
do stale the facts: It is safer to 
stick to one “grain posin'* 
(faithful partner) and avoid 
“plenti waka-waka" (sleeping 
around). 

The dangers of blood trans- 
fusions and dirty needles are 
also covered. And the fact that 
people can look and feel well 
out still be infected is contin- 
ually emphasised. 

Yet Mrs March felt it was 
vital to alert people to an 
incurable disease without 
resorting to scare tactics which 
might cause mass panic. So one 
song. No Fred Den. No Blem 
Den (Don’t Fear Them, Don't 
Blame Them), sweeps away the 
old wives’ tales about catching 
the virus by shaking hands and 
stresses the need for humane 
treatment of AIDS sufferers. 

Copies of the “AIDS Club” 
cassette are now circulating 
around tbe country and more 
will soon be distributed free to 
discos, football stadiums, 
youth clubs, radio stations and 
clinics. 

The tape is already popular 
with Freetown's taxi drivers. 
AIDS songs have also been 
recorded in Gambia and Zim- 
babwe and Mr and Mrs March 
would eventually like to 
produce a Pan-African AIDS

BEIRUT. i Reuter): “1 need 
money to support my sick 
father and handicapped 
brother, i have no skills exccpl 
selling my body, it is an easy job 
for a lot of money," said Jinan, 
1 5, one of a growing band of 
young prostitutes in war-tom 
Lebanon. 

Starved of affection in a land 
where violence and hatred are 
widespread after 13 years of 
civil war, girls as young as 12 
offer sex for cash, a dose of 
heroin or even a chocolate bar. 

Jinan. living: with her family 
of eight in a cramped two-room 
house in a poor residential area 
of Christian east Beirut, is one 
of hundreds of girls drawn into 
the sordid business. 

"I could have worked as a 
nicid like my mother but in an 
jhour i can make what she gels 
for a whole day of tiring, 
exhausting and humiliating 
work." >jid the small, baby- 
faced girl. 

Jinan, with long dark hair 
and black piercing eyes, was 
onl> 10 v. hen her family sought 
refuge in east Beirut from bat- 
tles in the Druze-hcld Shouf 
mountains in 1983. 

Horror 

Social workers like Najwa 
Ghanem. head of the Dar A1 
Amu! institution, have many 
horror .- lories. 

’’A 1 2-year-old girl was 
raped b> a gang of gunmen. 
Then she started sleeping with 
them without realising what 
she was doing was prostitu- 
tion,” Ghanem said. 

“The frail girl, whose father 
uprooted her from her family 
.tnd village to work as a maid in 
Beirut, knew only one thing: 
she didn't wanl to go back to 
her old job,” Ghanem added. 

Ghanem. who runs a 
rehabilitation centre along with 
a team of eight specialised 
social workers and psychiatr- 
ists, said they knew ofhundreds 
o leases of young girls and boys, 
mainly refugees, working as 
prostitutes. 

Some children, their parents 
unaware of their secret lives, 
work after school and return 
home before dark. Ghanem 
said. 

Sitting with other prostitutes 
wailing Tor clients in a seaside 
coffee shop in West Beirut, 16- 
year-old cripple Magda said 
she was working to pay for an 
operation. 

Many have been sexually 
abused at the age of nine or 10 
bv militiamen and gunmen.

“Militiamen use the young 
girls to traffic drugs, smuggle 
arms and spy for them. Their 
lives are in danger. .They are 
scapegoats,” a social worker 
who requested anonymity said. 

Sociologists say the problem 
is growing, despite Lebanon’s 
conservative Arab traditions, 
because of the war and a serious 
economic crisis which has 
driven thousands into poverty. 

“Some unfortunate girls sell 
their bodies for a sandwich, a 
bag of popcorn or a chocolate 
bar," one social workers said. 

Others, disowned by parents 
who discovered their trade, end 
up sleeping in the streets, with 
militiamen in their barracks or 
squatting in bombed-out 
houses, she added. 

“They are unfortunate, often 
beaten up. abused and 
sometimes murdered. In many 
cases, a militiaman will force a 
girl to sleep with all his friends,” 
she said 

“The boys have a better* 
future because unlike the girls 
they do it temporarily and 
purely for financial reasons. 
They usually quit when they are 
old enough to work ... but the 
girls are trapped in this business 
forever,” she added. 

Ghanem and her colleagues 
rehabilitate prostitutes aged 
between 14 and 40 and train 
them for manual work but few 
adapt to a new way of life. The 
youngest are sent to convents. 

Psychologist Yollande 
Khouri linked the trend among 
displaced children to the poor, 
unstable environment andtheir 
sudden uprooting from a rural 
society to an urban one. 

“They lost tbe feeling of a 
cosy home, an intimate com- 
munity and the traditionsof the 
village. The parents, tormented 
by their own problems, were 
not able to foresee the risks 
their children were taking,” she 
added. 

But the primary incentive 
was the children’s thirst for 
affection due to the negligence 
of parents too busy dealing 
with the misfortunes of a devas- 
tating war. 

“They feel lonely in the city. 
Most of the girls do not do it 
only for money . They can sleep 
with 15 men a day and get 
money only from two. They are 


starved of affection. They sleep 
with whoever smiles at them or 
cares for them,” she said. 

For many it is-simply a living. 
Prostitution is even widespread 
among married women seeking 
a way to improve their income 
and preserve their social stan- 


Emile Eid, chief of police of 
tbe Christian Lebanese Forces 
Militia, said: “Divorce, dis- 
placement, marital problems, 
poverty and death in families 
are major factors driving 
women to this profession.” He 
said some were drug addicts 
who sold their bodies for 
cocaine or heroin. 

“There is no social security in 
Lebanon. If a girl is unskilled 
and uneducated, she prefers 
that kind of easy and finan- 
cially rewarding job,” he 
added. 

The militia and internal 
security police try to maintain 
• regular medical checks on pros- 
titutes and treat them for sex- 
ually transmitted diseases, a 
security source said.

GRAHAM GREENE may 
have written about “the third 
man,” but Western anth- 
ropologists are now getting 
excited about the possibility of 
“the third chimp.” The connec- 
tion is that the third type of 
, chimpanzee may be — our- 
selves. 

This somewhat startling 
daim results from the latest 
developments in the field of 
molecular anthropology. Since 
the 1960s, melecular biologists 
have been developing and refin- 
ing techniques which compare 
the molecules from the blood or 
tissue of living individuals, to 
see how dosdy related those 
individuals are. 

Identify 

The technique began bycom- 
paring proteins from members 
of different species, and using 
differences in the composition 
of the proteins to provide a 
measure of the degree of 
relatedness between the two 
species, such as the horse and 
the zebra. It proved a useful 
tool in drawing up animal 
“family trees" but it began to 
raise eyebrows when applied to 
people. 

The technique has now been 


developed to the point where a 
partial fingerprint" can be 
taken of the DNA itself, the 
molecule of life, in a small sam- 
ple of blood or other material 
from an individual. It hit the 
headlines recently when it was 
used to identify a rapist who 
had attacked several women in 
tbe Midlands. 

The idea of genetic finger- 
printing dearly has far-reach- 
ing implications in moder 
society. It is also used to establ- 
ish paternity in disputed cases, 
and in Britain at least to hdp to 
establish the rightof a would-be 
immigrant to enter the country, 
by proving a blood relationship 
with a British citizen. But the 
anthropological implications 
are no less dramatic. 

From the earliest days of this 
technique, more than 20 years 
ago, it showed that human 
beings and the two kinds of 
African ape, the chimp and the 
gorilla, are much more closely 
related than anyone had susp- 
ected. r _ 

Because the variations in the 
genetic material — mutations 
— build up at a more or less 
steady rare, the closeness of 
these similarities established 
that h uman, chimp and gorilla 
all share a common ancestor as 
recently as five million years 


ago. The shock waves from that 
25-year-old damn are still rip- 
pling through the anth- 
ropological community. But 
now it has been hit by another 
bombshell. 

It seems “obvious” that the 
anatomy of a human bong is 
different from that of thechnnp 
or tbe gorilla, and that we stand 
at some distance, in evolution- 
ary terms, from our hairy 
cousins. But researchers at 
Wayne State University, in 
Detroit, have now used tbe gen- 
etic fingerprinting technique to 
show that humans are more 
closely akin to the chimpanzees 
than either humans or ch im p s 
are to the gorilla. Only one per 
cent of our DNA differs from 
that of the chimps. 

HominSuae 

Morris Goodman, of Wayne 
State, takes what must now be 
regarded as a cautious line in 
assessing the implications. He 
proposes that humans, dump 
and gorillas should now be 
placed in tbe same new sub- 
family, Homminae, instead of 
leaving humans in proud isola- 
tion in their own classification. 
But other researchers, includ- 
ing Jared Diamond, of the 
University of California, Los 
Angeles, take things a step fur- 
ther.

There are two recognised 
members of the chimpanzee 
family, they point out, thccom- 
mon chimp and the pygmy 
chimp. These two chimps are 
more dosely related to humans 
•than either type of chimp, or 
humans, is to anything else, 
including the gorilla. So, logic 
dictates, the correct classifica- 
tion would put the three types 
of chimpanzee (common, 
pygmy and human) together in

MOSCOW, (AP): On a hot 
sunny day at 5 pm, about 40 
foreign tourists clustered 
around the locked doors of the 
Baskin-Robbins ice cream 
parlour to await the end of the 
Soviet staffs two-hour lunch 
break. 

At 5:10 the glass doors par- 

to iet two fronds out. One of 
seven clerks scattered inside the 
pink, brown and white parlour 
looked out at the crowd, then 
beck at the book in her lap. 

When the ice cream seekers 
got restless and began pound- 
ing on the door, manager 
Valery Kaiserov returned with 
some advice: “Come back at 
6 .” 

Across town at a riverfront 
spot frequented by foreign 
tourists, the Astropizza van 
that arrived from New Jersey in 


the spring had an even more 
disappointing message for 
those lined up to buy its pies: 
“Come back tomorrow." 

The few American fast-food 
outlets that have managed to 
open in Moscow are learning 
the hard way why fresh food 
and fast service are such a 
novelty in the Soviet Union. 

For others such as McDon- 
ald's and Pizza Hut, it may be 
years before their franchises 
open because of the lack of 
suitable sales space in central 
Moscow and the uneven 
quality of Soviet labour and 
commodities. 

American consumers take 
for granted that fast-food res- 
taurants will be open during 
their posted hours and that the 
hamburgers, french-fried 
potatoes and pizzas they are 
famous for will be available 
s once they get through Lhe 
doors. 


Kaiserov’s ice cream parlour 
at the Hotel Rossiya is the first 
Soviet franchise of the US- 
based Baskin-Robbins Inter- 
national Co. that has branches 
around the globe. 

It opened on July 21, but in 
two weeks has revised -its 
operating hours almost daily 
and has taken at least two full 
nights off to catch up on paper- 
work. 

A hand-lettered sign hanging 
on the door has been scratched 
over so many times it is hard to 
read anything but the initial 
phrase “hard currency only." 

Open 

The shop was to stay open 
until midnight, but Kaiserov 
said other restaurants at the 
sprawling Rossiya complex 
close at 11 pm, so he does 
likewise. 

“Wccloseat 1 1, but we don’t 
let any mo re customers come in 
after 10,” he clarified. 


On two consecutive nights 
during the first week of opera- 
tion, the store shut down m the 
afternoon so seven of its 10 
clerks could go over the 
previous days’ receipts. 

We aren’t bringing in as 
much money as we expected 
and we have to find out why " 
Kaiserov explained. 

The Hotel Rossiya man- 
agement also provides no 
separate cleaning service for 
the ice cream parlour, so the 
scoopers and bookkeepers 
must close down an extra hour 
in the middle of the day for 
sanitation," the manager 
explained. 

Louis Piancone of Roma 
Food Enterprises claims his 
mobile Astropizza operation is 
a great success with Soviets and 
foreigners alike, but concedes 
the van has run out of pizza 
many times and that few people 
have been able to figure out 


where it will be located from 
one day to the next. 

“We’re still testing," Pian- 
cone said in a recent interview.

The official said that the 
government has decided to allow 
barter trade involving oil under 
certain conditions, but added 
that the change has not yet been 
made offidaL 

The official, who is not named 
under French practice, said she 
could not provide exact details 
on the rimin g of the official 
announcement, or on technical 
details. 

In July an Iranian delegation 
visiting Paris suggested a partial 
lifting of the embargo ana a bar- 
ter arrangement that would 
allow Tehran to trade oil for 
sugar, cereals and meat 

The French g ov e r nm ent 
requested that domestic oil com- 
panies stop importing Iranian oil 
m August of 1987 after a break in 
diplomatic relations between the 
two countries. 

Oil industry sources have been 
speculating that the embargo 
would be dropped or eased since 
diplomatic relations were res- 
tored in June. 


Dollar expected to stay firm 



NEW YORK, Aug 23: The 
dollar should remain strong this 
week despite the possibility of 
further central-bank interven- 
tion and the likelihood of higher 
West German interest rates. 

While central banks are seen 
continuing last week's modest 
intervention to curb the dollar's 

strength, currency- market par- 
ticipants will also be watching on 
Thursday when the Bundesbank 
central council reconvenes after 
a four-week summer recess. It 
has been widely speculated that 
the German central bank will 
move lo tighten its monetary 
stance by either raising the 3 per 
cent discount rate or the 5 per 
cent Lombard rate, reports the 
Wall S tree Journal. 

The discount rare is the 
interest rate banks must pay on 
longer-term borrowings from 
the German central bank using 
bills as collateral. The Lombard 
rate is applied to very short-term 
borrowing using securities as 
collateral. 

In the month prior to the 
recess, the Bundesbank raised 
both the discount rate and the 


Lombard rate by half a percen- 
tage point to Lheir current levels. 
Also, the key securities repur- 
chase-agreements rate was 
recently ratcheted up to the 
present 4 1/4 per cent, a rise of a 
Full point in the past two months. 

None of the moves has been of 
much aid to the mark, par- 
ticularly since the US raised its 
discount rate by half a point to 
6.5 per cent earlier this month. 

However, some traders say the 
dollar could test support at 1.86 
Deutsche marks if the Bundes- 
bank takes the aggressive tight- 
ening step of a discount-rate 
increase, but any losses are 
expected to be short-lived. 

Rates 

Says Ian Spence, chief dealer 
for Manufacturers Hanover 
Trust Co.: “I think the dollar is 
well supported on its own — it's 
going to take a lot more than that 
to knock it down.” 

Against the yen, the dollar is 
expected to remain in its recent 
slim range of Y 130 to Y135 this 
week.

Iraq and Iran open trade door for UK firms 


LONDON, Aug 23: British com- 
panies could take substantial 
share of the vast trading oppor- 
tunities which will open up as 
Iran and Iraq start to repair the 
ravages of war. 

The forecast comes from Mid- 
dle East trade experts as the 
international race to grab the 
new trading opportunities gath- 
ers momentum. 

Iran has invited British com- 
panies to take part in a Tehran 
trade fair, starting on September 
1 3 reports a London daily. 

Although arrangements are 
beingmade at short notice — two 
to three months preparation for 
trade fairs is the norm — more 
than 20 British companies are 
expected to attend. Among them 
are' likely to be electrical generat- 
ing machinery makers such as 
Hawker Si3deley'-arid"the' Geh- 
eraHSectric Company (GEC). 

The Baghdad Fair later in the 


year is expected to take about 45 
companies to Iraq seeking orders 
— double the number at the fan- 
last year. 

Dennis Cummiog, director of 
the United Kingdom's govern- 
ment-sponsored Committee for 
Middle East Trade (Comet), 
'•rid: “With the ending of the 
war, there will be opportunities 
for many British concerns. The 
crucial questions are what 
priorities the two countries come 
up with and how much they can 
afford to do.”

Record lending fuels fears for economy 


LONDON, Aug 23: Lending by 
banks and building societies sur- 
ged to record levels last month. 
Figures from the Bank of 
England disclose that the 
amount of credit made available 
leapt by £9 billion, beating June's 
£8.5 billion record. 

Other official statistics on 
Thursday showed that invest- 
ment by industry is higher than 
expected, but that unem- 
ployment has fallen for the 24th 
successive month with the num- 
ber of job vacancies falling In 
most regions. 

The figures all lend weight to 
fears that the economy is over- 
heating, but th e Qty took them 
calmly and the FTSE 100 share 
index rose 3.0 to 1833.9 while the 
FT 30 index increased 0.9 per 
cent to 1476.2. 

The big high street banks lent 
£2.7 billion to private sector 
companies and individuals in 
July, according to a report publi- 
shed by a UK daily. 

Record 

But mortgage lending by 
banks reached a record £1.9 
billion and building societies are 
exported to announce that their 
lending last month exceeded £5 
billion for the first time. 

Borrowing by homebuyers to 
beat the August 1 deadline for 


unmarried couples each to claim 
income tax relief on mortgage 
interest contributed to the £9 
billion increase. 

July's money supply figures 
show that notes and coins in cir- 
culation rose 0.9 per cent as con- 
sumers continued to spend their 
budget income tax windfall. 

During the year to July, money 
supply growth fell to seven per- 
cent, from June's 7.7 per cent 
annual figure, but the growth is 
still far outside Nigel Lawson’s 
desired target range of one to five 
percent. 

Productivity 

Thursday’s figures show the 
extent of the rapid growth in con- 
sumer credit and personal spend- 
ing. and demonstrate why the 
Chancellor has increased interest 
rales by 3- 1 /2 per cent since June. 

But some City economists 
believe that the credit boom has 
peaked. They were particularly 
pleased that the rate of wage 
inflation has remained at 8.5 per 
cent for the past six months, des- 
pite the growing shortage of 
available labour.

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S.Africa acknowledges 
foreign debt problems 


CAPE TOWN, Aug 23, 
(Reuter): South Africa is 
encountering severe balance of 
payments problems but will not 
renege on its heavy foreign debt 
repayments, a lop government 
official said today. 

“We have absolutely no inten- 
tion of changing the existing 
agreement," director-general of 
Finance Chris Slals told Reulere. 

He was responding to local 
newspaper reports that Pretoria 
may seek to renegotiate its 
current three-year rescheduling 
agreement with international 
bonks. 

“We are very much aware of 
problems beyond 1990, but we 
have no definite solution at this 
stage,” he said. 

Difficulty 

it was the first time the govern- 
ment has directly acknowledged 
its difficulty in repaying the total 
$22- billion foreign debt amid a 
deepening domestic economic 
crisis. 

Under a March 1987 accord 
with creditor banks. South 
Africa has pledged to repay some 
$300 million a year of short-term 
debt over the next two years. 

it is also making far heavier 
repayments on medium and 
long-term debt which falls out- 
side the agreement. 


Slals, who hciulb Pretoria's 

debt negotiating team, said 
South Africa would hold talks 
with major creditor banks on a 
new agreement when the present 
rescheduling accord ends in mid- 
1990. 

Loans 

Because of foreign banks' 
refusal to make new loans. South 
Africa is forced to run a balance 
of payments surplus to repay its 
foreign debt. 

Bui the current account plun- 
ged into the red in the first quar- 
ter of this year, the first deficit in 
four years. It recorded only a 
small surplus in the second quar- 
ter. 

Pretoria's repayment obliga- 
tions this year are estimated at 
between 51 billion and SI. 5 
billion indicating that a large 
current account surplus is 
needed to mcei the payments. 

The government imposed an 
emergency package of import 
surcharges and tightened credit 
curbs this month in a bid to cut 
imports and cool domestic spen- 
ding. 

The Reserve Bank has also 
implemented more austere mon- 
etary policies, pushing up the 
commercial banks' prime lend- 
ing rates to 16 per cent from 12.5 
per cent in January.

President offers credit to Bush 


Reagan signs trade bill 


LONG BEACH, Calif.. Aug 23, 
(Reuter): President Reagan sig- 
ned into law a sweeping overhaul 
of US trade rules today, offering 
some political credit for the 
tougher trade stand to 
Republican presidential can- 
didate George Bush. 

Speaking to a large audience of 
dockworkers and dignitaries at 
this busy Port City south of Los 
Angeles. Reagan said revised 
laws were necessary to break 
down proLectionist trade 
barriers and block ‘international 
thievery' of American ideas. 

Victory 

“And yet this bill is just the 
latest step in that effort , which 
began the first day (Vice- 
President) George Bush and I 
entered office and has already 
opened vast markets to 
American products all around 
the globe," Reagan said. 

“It hasn't been easy, but I have 


never doubted our ultimate vic- 
tory, because we are riding a 
global wave." 

The trade law represents more 
than three years of work by Con- 
gress to craft rules of retaliation 
against countries believed to 
maintain unfair barriers to US 
exports. The Senate gave its final 
assent to the trade biD on August 
3. 

There was broad bipartisan 
support for stiller rules to lower 
US trade shortfalls, which hit a 
record SI71 billion in 1987. A 
principal architect was Lloyd 
Bentsen, the former Senate Fin- 
ance Committee chairman who 
is now the Democrats' vice- 
presidential nominee. 

The US trade shortfall for all 
of 1980, the last year before 
Reagan look office, was S31.4 
billion. 

Countries including Japan, 
Taiwan and West Germany are 
among the evident targets of the 


new trade laws, which have 
stirred w^espread resentment 
and criticism from abroad. 

US trade officials will be 
obliged to name countries that 
run persistent large trade sur- 
pluses by using questionable 
trade tactics. The officials then 
must seek voluntary improve- 
ments and retaliate if negotia- 
tions fail. 

Reagan said the United States 
in the future would "insist on 
standards of fair play," including 
identifying and acting against 
countries that make and sell 
goods in the United States which 
copy American technology. 

Goods 

"ft will strengthen the ability 
of US firms to protect their 
patented, copyrighted or 
trademarked goods and ideas 
from international thievery," the 
President said. 

Commerce Secretary William 


Verity said the trade law gives US 
officials new authority for inter- 
national bar gainin g under the 
General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) pact to 
eliminate trade barriers and 
should not be seen as a threat 

“As long as our trading part- 
ners live up to international and 
bilateral agreements, they have 
nothing to worry about,” Verity 
said. 

Reagan vetoed the first ver- 
sion of the trade bill, calling it 
protectionist and objecting in 
particular to provisions for 
advance notice to workers of 
major plant closings or mass 
layoffs and to restrictions on 
Alaskan oil exports. 

Congress excised those pro- 
visions and passed a separate bill 
requiring 60 days’ notice of plant 
closings or layoffs. Reagan said 
he let that bill become law to stop 
"political shenanigans" by a 
Democrat-controlled Congress. 


Inflation fears ease 


Dollar hit by central banks’ intervention 


LONDON, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Central banks hit markets with 
concerted dollar sales for a 
second straight day today and 
mei some .success in trying to 
check an advance by America's 
currency that threatens inflation 
and trade problems. 

West Germany's Bundesbank 
unloaded about S200 million on 
Asian markets while speculators 
in Europe were still getting out of 
bed. 

As trading moved west with 
the sun. other European central 
banks and then those of the 
United States and Canada joined 
the battle to stop a flow of 
speculative money into the dollar 
— to which funds are being 
attracted by high US interest 
rates. 

“We haven't seen the tur- 
naround yet," said an American 
bank dealer. “But going up gets 
harder every day.” 

Down 

In London, thedollarclosedat 
1.9065 West German marks, 
down on Monday’s close of 
1.9185 and an overnight high in 
the United States of 1 .9220. 

Banks appear worried that a 
strong dollar will put up import 
costs in nations outside the 
United States and thus fuel their 
inflation, it may also make US 
goods less price-competitive and 


widen America's trade gap. 

But dealers say a global 
market which can trade hun- 
dreds or billions of dollar a day 
can, if it wants, defy even the 
combined might of all the indus- 
trial nations' central banks. 

The Bank of Japan has kept 
out of the intervention. 

Policy 

But among European dealers 
today a feeling grew LhaL the 
spirit of international policy co- 
ordination is still alive and that 
central banks are just not com- 
fortable with the dollar's stren- 
gth. 

“The fall, when it comes, could 
be as fast as the climb," said one 
Swiss bank analyst, referring to 
the dollar's meteoric rise from a 
January all-time low of 1.5615 
marks. 

Dollar fever was also cooled 
today by the release ofUS figures 
showing consumer price rose 0.4 
per cent in July, not a big enough 
gain to whet expectations of 
inflation and yet higher 
American interest rates. 

The Bundesbank kept its key 
securities repurchase rate, at 
which it lends short-term, at 4.25 
percent today, but some players 
reckoned it may lift its discount 
and Lombard interest rates at a 
meeting on Thursday. 

This speculation helped prop 


up the mark, although several 
dealers fell more intervention 
would be needed, 

Latest from the share markets 
was.lhe Wall .Street was mixed in 
morning business. The Dow 
Jones industrial average was up 
six points at 1 ,996 at midday but 
declining issues held a moderate 
lead over gainers. Trading was 
slow, brokers said. 

European shares followed a 
lower trend which began in Asia. 

In London equity prices stood 
slightly above their midday lows 
but investors were very nervous 
after a shaky opening of Wall 
Street, dealers said. 

Prices fell to their lows after 
news that UK second quarter 
gross domestic product (GDP) 
grew by 1.3 per cent, for a year- 
on-year increase of 5.2 per cent, 
slightly above expectations. 
However, a small early gain on 
Wail Street in the wake of a much 
as expected rise in consumer 
prices limited the fall and the 
FTSE 100 index recovered a cou- 
ple of points. 

Lower 

At 1430 GMT the FTSE 100 
was 16.5 points lower at 1,815.8 
after touching a low of 1,81 3.2 at 
1050 GMT. 

Volume was again very low 
amid fears of a further increase in 
the cost of borrowing due to the 


strong economy. By 1400 GMT 
only 244 min leading shares had 
traded. 

“This low volume is very 
worrying for US equity traders 
and sale people ... I can see 
another round of redundancies 
very soon unless our clients 
decide to commit more of their 
funds to equities,” one equity 
trader said. 

But despite concern over 
declining institutional 

involvement in the market, many 
analysts think the large institu- 
tions remain committed to 
equities because of the high level 
of corporate earnings and 
relatively high dividend yields. 

London stocks began the day 
lower after a 26 point overnight 
drop on Wall Street which 
weighed heavily on a domestic 
market facing UK July balance 
of payments data this Thursday, 
dealers said. 

Hike 

The UK money markets 
anticipate another near term 
hike in current 11 per cent base 
rates, with the three month ster- 
ling interbank rate, used as a 
guide to the level of base rates, 
quoted at 1 1 -5/8 1 /2. The prosp- 
ect of higher West German and 
US rates is giving additional con- 
cern. 

All but nine oftheleadinghun- 


dred shares were lower with 
English China Clays 1 8 higher at 
477 on bid speculation. 

Over 4.6 min English China 
Clay shares changed hands today 
with attention in the issue 
spurred by news late yesterday 
that Brierley Investments has 
raised its holding in the company 
to 4.24 percent from 2.5 per cent. 

Stake 

Dealers and analysts said 
Brierley's raised stake had 
brought the stock into play as a 
possible bid candidate, but most 
doubted the New Zealand com- 
pany would make a full offer. 
Speculators mentioned RTZ and 
Hanson Trust has more likely 
suitors. 

Employment agency Blue 
Arrow was among the most 
active shares with over five min 
traded for a Ip rise to 96p. ' 

Analysts said the volume may 
partly have reflected position 
adjustments following recent 
brokers' profits downgradings. 
Almost all analysts contacted 
dismissed market rumours that 
Swiss employment agency 
ADIA SA was ready to launch a 
bid for the company. 

“A week ago we were seeing 
over ; 30 min Blue Arrow traded 
per day... five min in today’s kind 
of market is neither here nor 
there,” one analyst commented. 


‘New act will not begin to cure the problem’ 


Japan enforces first phase of insider trading law 


TOKYO, Aug 23. (U,Pl>: The 
Japanese government today 
began enforcing the first phase of 
ils much-awaited insider trading 
law. but American stock analysts 
said the practice is so rampant in 
Japan that the new act will not 
begin to cure the problem. 

“If Japan had to abide by the 
US insider trading laws, they 
would have to put half the indus- 
try here in jail,'' said an analyst at 
one American brokerage in 
Tokyo who requested anon- 
ymity. 

Japanese economic journals, 
including the respected Nihon 
Reizai Shimbum. reported the 
goiernment rushed to 
implement the first phase of the 
law to dampen public criticism 
over two major stock scandals 
that have rocked government 
and corporate circles. 

One scandal, involving a num- 
ber of aides of leading 


politicians, including a dismissed 
secretary of Prime Minister 
Noboru Takeshita. is currently 
stirring debate in the Diet, or 
parliament, and overshadows 
the government’s proposed tax 
reform bill. 

The insider trading law, adop- 
ted by the legislature in May after 
intense international lobbying, is 
being phased in over the next 
■nine months. It will be fully 
implemented in April when 
violators will face maximum 
prison sentences of six months 
and fines up to half a million yen 
(53.800). 

Violators 

Today the Finance Ministry 
gained the authority to conduct 
onc-lhe-spol inspections of susp- 
ected corporate violators and to 
demand information on stock 
trading from listed corporations 
and brokerages. 

Osamu Horimoto. director of 


distribution and marketing for 
the Finance Ministry, told 
United Press International that 
enforcement of the law wifi be 
carried out by 150 investigators 
working from the capital and 10 
branch offices. 

in the United States, the 
Security and Exchange Commis- 
sion's (SEC) enforementdi vision 
has more than 700 lawyers in 
Washington alone watching for 
unusual irading activity. 

The American analyst cited 
comments from the prime mini- 
ster himself as evidence that 
Japan is not serious about ending 
insider trading, which reportedly 
is a major source of funds for 
politicians. 

Takeshita told parliament lhaL 
while very unfortunate, no law 
had been broken by his secretary 
and other aides of politicians of 
the ruling Liberal Democratic 
Parly who in total reaped 


millions of dollars in profits on 
the deals. 

Takeshita also denied opposi- 
tion claims that profits fr6m the 
transactions had wound up to 
the party's war chest or that the 
aides had used their positions of 
influence to obtain the stock. . 

The scandal involved Japan- 
ese real estate developer recruit 
Cosmos, which in 1984 sold unl- 
isted shares at bargain-basement 
prices to 76 people, many with 
ruling party connections. 

Profits 

When the stock was opened to 
the public two years later, the 
stockholders realised huge tax- 
free profits as the share value 
rocketed as anticipated. 

The Finance Ministry has con- 
cluded that the private stock sale 
violated the country’s security 
and exchange law, but said the 
company could not be 
prosecuted due to the lime elap- 


sed. 

Foreign brokers contacted by 
UPI said the major problem with 
the Japanese insider law is that 
the burden of proof is not placed 
on the individual, as m the 
United States, but on the brok- 
erage houses. 

“To be effective, policing has 
to begin with the individual, the 
one who has the information. It is 
very difficult for a broker to 
know if a certain customer is 
privy to insider information or 
not,” the American analyst said. 

“I think the best way to cure 
insider trading is through a social 
security numbering system like in 
the United States. They’ve been 
talking about that in Japan for 
the past 10 years. 

“As it is now, a person could 
make insider stock buys through 
a number of brokers and there is 
no system to connnect them,” the 
analyst said.

WORLD STOCK ROUNDUP 




SYDNEY, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Stock prices moved sharply 
lower in late trading in increased 
nervousness ahead of the federal 
budgeL The All Ordinaries index 
dosed down 14.9 at 1 ,629.9. 

TOKYO: Prices closed lower 
with no fresh bullish news and a 
□umber of concerns paralysing 
the market and keeping it down. 
The Nikkei index fell 159.23 to 
27,919.95. 

HONG KONG: Prices finished 
lower after a day of nervous trad- 
ing following Wall Street's week 
performance. The Hang Seng 
index lost 32.01 to 2.532. 13. 

SINGAPORE: Prices were 
moderately lower over a broad 
front in quiet trading in response 
to Wall Street’s fall. The Straits 
Times industrial index fell 8.7 1 to 
1,067.02. 

BOMBAY: Prices fell on heavy 
profit-taking after a week-long 
rally fuelled by state-owned ins- 
titutions. 

ZURICH: The market followed 
Wail Street's negative trend and 
dosed lower across the board 
after moderate trading. The All- 
Share Swiss index dropped 6.9 to 
893.8. 

PARIS: The market was quiet 
on the last day of the August 
account, with investors uncer- 
tain over interest rates and the 
dollar. The 50-share Bourse 
Indicator showed a 1.24 per cent 


decline. 

LONDON: Prices recovered 
slightly from midday lows but 
dealers said investors were very 
nervous in view of Wall Street's 
shaky opening. At 1430 GMT 
the FTSE 100 share index was 
down 16.5 at 1,815.8. 

NEW YORK: Prices were 

mixed, with investors uncertain 
over the market's near-term 
direction. Early gains were 
erased by futures' related and 
technical selling. 


Petroleum 

products 

KAMPALA, Aug 23, (OPEC- 
NA): Uganda has received 
petroleum products worth S6 
million from Libya under an 
agreement between the two 
African countries, the Inter- 
Press Service (IPS) news agency 
reported. 

It quoted Uganda energy min- 
istry sources as saying the per- 
troleum products were shipped 
from Libya to the Tanzanian 
port of Dar Es Salaam from 
where they were transported by 
rail to Uganda. 

Uganda, which isexperiencing 
foreign exchange problems, 
began to import petroleum 
products in May last year to sup- 
plement its oil imports. 


China moves gingerly into 
further offshore oil drilling 


HONG KONG, Aug 23. 
(Reuter): A Chinese move to 
attract more foreign oil prospec- 
tors to its offshore waters — once 
hailed as the next North Sea — 
has not led to the scramble that 
Beijing had hoped for. 

Foreign oil companies have 
shown scant interest in a new 
65,000 square km (25,000 square 
mile) area off China's southeast 
coast which is expected open 
officially in September under 
contract bidding. 

Under the bidding system, 
companies tender for the 
exclusive right to search for oil in 
a particular area. 

So far only seven packages of 
geophysical data covering parts 
of the new area have been sold to 
foreign oil companies, according 

to the administrative president of 
China's Nanhai East oil corpora- 
tion, Zhao Rong Fa. 

Packages 

. The packages, giving impor- 
tant preliminary geological 
information on the exploration 
areas, is an indication of the 
numbers of bids likely to be made 
by oil companies. 

In a previous round of bidding 
China signed eight exploration 
contracts with foreign firms. The 
companies provide the advanced 
technology China lacks for off- 
shore exploration. 

Overseas oil company officials 
in Canton say privately that they 
do not expect many firms to join 
the new round of bidding. 

“The Chinese would like 
someone to say how wonderful it 
is to be in offshore China right 
now,” a US consul a/ official in 
C hina said. 


But oil company officials say 
exploration is hampered by 
mulli-faulted geological struc- 
tures that make it less likely large, 

commercially-rewarding oil 

reservoirs will be found. 

‘‘The geology has been disap- 
pointing,” said the managing 
director of Shell Exploration 
(China), Tun Brennand. 

Zhao explained that over- 
optimistic assessments had been 
marte when offshore exploration 
first began in 1983. 

A 570-million deeps water port 
as well as accommoda I i o n and an 
office complex built by China for 
foreign oilmen at Zhuhai. 
Opposite the Portuguese-admin- 
istered territory of Macao, has 
not attracted a single occupant, 
according to US consular 
officials in China. 

Some officials have moved 
from Canton Lo Shekou. a port 
closer to the exploration areas in 
the Pearl River basin, to cut the 
cost of transport to their drilling 
rigs and because rents are 
cheaper. 

Incentives 

China will offer new tax incen- 
tives on fields with low produc- 
tion in an attempt to make 
exploration and development of 
s mall er fields more palatable in 
the future. 

Beijing will no longer charge 
royalties on oilfields with an 
annual output of less than one 
milli on tonnes, according to Wu 
Xundo of the state-run China 
National Offshore Oil Explora- 
tion, quoted in the official China 
Daily recently. 

An exploration group consist- 


ing of Agip of I ltd), US-based 
Chevron and Texaco is prepar- 
ing one of these smaller fields, 
discovered in 1985 during the 
first round, for development in 
co-operation with Chinese part- 
ners Nanhai East. 

The field is southeast of Can- 
ton in the Pearl River basin, ft is 
projected to produce 980,000 
tonnes of crude a year at peak 
production during the 1 990s, 
according to Ying Price, chief of 
the US Consulate Foreign Com- 
mercial Service in Hong Kong. 

Discovery 

Phillips Petroleum is also 
widely believed to have a com- 
mercially- viable 1 985 oilfield dis- 
covery in a first round Pearl 
River* basin area. If developed 
and pul into production it could 
produce 1.5 to 1.6 million tonnes 
a year. Price said. 

“The plans for development 
have not been moving very fast 
— they’re not huge fields," said 
Brennand. 

In 19S7. China produced a 
mere 712.000 tonnes of oil off- 
shore, from a total output of 1 34 
million tonnes, according to 
official statistics. 

Despite the difficulties and 
lack of results many oil compan- 
ies are not prepared to abandon 
hope. 

“There is still a chance of big 
discoveries." said Mitsuo Ukai, 
president of JHN Oil Operating 
Company, which has made some 
moderate offshore finds in the 
Pearl River basin. 

"We should think of the old 
Chinese saying that the late- 
comers often surpass the early- 
comers." said Zhao. 


Economists in the dark on 
American candidates’ plans 


TOKYO, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Most economists say there's only 
one big question in the US 
presidential campaign — which 
candidate is more likely to cut 
America's huge budget deficit. 

But when it comes to the ans- 
wer, they generally confess they 
are in the dark. 

“I don't see either of them 
attacking fundamental issues,” 
said Russell Jones at brokers 
security Pacific Hoare Govett in 
London. . . 

Jones was one of a number of 
economists in 'Western Europe - 
and Japan who were polled for a 
view from outside America on 
what the November election may 
portend. 

Plans 

But with neither Republican 
Vice-President George Bush nor 
Democrat Michael Dukakis 
spelling out detailed plans, most 
said they were hard-pressed to 
analyse the likely policies. 

That hasn't stopped them try- 
ing. 

In a rare display of unanimity, 
there seems to be general 
agreement on what the next 
president should do — cut 
America's huge budget deficit by 
raising taxes. 

“It is very dear to us in Europe 
that the next US president wall 
have to raise taxes,*’ said Chris- 
tian Saint Etienne, director of 


communications at French bank 
Credit Lyonnais. 

Sain t Etienne, formerly an 
economist with the Organisation 
of Economic Co-operation and 
Development (OECD), said the 
costs of servicing huge US debts 
will continue to dominate 
American economic policies for 
years to come. 

“No matter who wins ... the 
United States must go through a 
period of adjustment in their 
economy," said Bank of Tokyo 
chairman Yusuke Kashiwagi. 

Spending 

The question then becomes 
which candidate would best 
manage that adjustment And 
that’s where the disagreements 
come in. 

A surprising number of the 
economists polled by Reuters 
said they thought Dukakis was 
better placed to cany out the 
needed policies — surprising 
because the Democratic Party 
has traditionally been the party 
of big spending government. 

“Dukakis may have a better 
chance to put the US fiscal house 
in order than Bush," said Taka- 
shi Kiuchi at the Long-Term 
Credit Bank of Japan. “Bush has 
apparently limited his policy 
options by commiting himself 
not to raise taxes.” 

Keilrichi Honda at Bank of 


Tokyo said a Dukakis victory 
might indicate that Americans 
were ready for change and 
prepared to abandon the free- 
spending ways of the Reagan 
years. 

But Klaus Wieners, chief eco- 
nomist at Westdeulsche Landes- 
bank Girozentrale in Frankfurt, 
said that Dukakis* policies poin- 
ted to more government spend- 
ing. not less. 

The Democratic emphasis on 
social welfare would make it dif- 
ficult to hold down government 
spending. 

A consensus was that Dukakis 
would tend to be more protec- 
tionist than Bush but both would 
be more protectionist than 
Reagan. 

“Even Mr Bush will be more 
protectionist than Mr Reagan 
has been.” said Jean Cheval, 
chief economist at Banque 
Indosuez in Paris. “Mr Reagan 
was an anti-protectionist by 
faith, but also because the econ- 
omy was so strong during his 
presidency." 

Strong 

That strong economy eased 
pressure on Reagan lo protect 
US industries from foreign com- 
petition because jobs were plen- 
tiful. 

But the next president may not 
have that luxury, the economists 
said. 


Soviets to boost tiny service 
sector to absorb savings , 


MOSCOW, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
The government has approved a 
new programme to boost the tiny 
service sector, as official data 
today showed Soviet consumers 
have eight billion roubles (SI 3 
billion) saved and nothing to 
spend them on. 

The government newspaper 
Izvestia today published details 
of the programme which it said 
should increase the quantity and 
quality of services ranging from 
laundries and shoe repairers to 
tourism and other leisure 
activities. 

Shortage 

"The country still experiences 
a shortage of many types of 
service,” the official news agency 
Tass said, in comments long 
.expressed by average Soviets. 

“The decisaon provides for 
almost a doubling in the prov- 
ision of services by 1995 to meet, 
on the whole, the population’s 
demand for paid services." 

The plan, linked with a week- 
end decision to boost consumer ' 
goods production and other 
moves to improve retail trade, 
should raise the share of services 
in national income to 19 pier cent 
by 1995 from a current 10 per 
cent, Tass said. 

Demand 

Figures published by Tass 
showed pent-up demand for con- 
sumer goods and services by the 
nation's 283 million people had 
almost quadrupled over the past 
two years, as mcomes outstrip- 
ped production of tilings to 
spend them on. 

“A shortage of cojnmodities 
and services has become 
chronic," Tass said. Unsatisfied 


demand for light industry 
products now runs to over 8,000 
million roubles (SI 3 billion). 

This compared with a shortfall 
of 6.4 billion roubles ($ 10 billion) 
in 1987 and 22 billion roubles 
(S3.5 billion) in 1986. 

Analysts see the measures as 
an attempt to fill an “expecta- 
tions gap” between the promises 
of Kremlin leader Mikhail Gor- 
bachev’s Perestroika reforms 
and what they actually see in the 
shops. 

Even so, the figure will leave 
Soviets spending far less on 
services than other advanced 
industrial countries, particularly 
the United States, economists 
said. As economies develop, a 
growing share of spending goes 
on services and less on basics like 
food. 

Growth 

Izvestia said the growth will 
come both from state enterprises 
and by encouraging the creation 
of more co-operatives, the 
Kremlin's latest innovation in 
limited private enterprise. 

The government will also 
encourage individual labour 
activities, even drafting pension- 
ers, housewives and students for 
casual work, it sam. 

Theofficia! Soviet media have 
ctetaded the nation’s low living 
standards tn a series of article! 
over the past week that are frank 
even by the standards of the 
Kremlins glasnost (openness) 

Ip one article, a leading econ- 
omist wrote in the weekly Mos- 
cow News that Soviet living stan- 
dards ranked 50th to 60th in the 
worid. The average Soviet family 
spends 59 per cent of its income 
on rood.

Liverpool line-up dazzles rivals 


LONDON, Aug 23, (Reuter): 
Kenny Dalglish is pondering a 
line-up which would have Liver- 
pool's rivals quaking in their 
football boots even before the 
new English season has begun — 
a four-man attack featuring both 
Ian Rush and John Aldridge. 

With England internationals 
Peter Beardsley and John Barnes 
bringing the forward line's total 
worth to a staggering £6.5 
million (SI 1 million), the reign- 
ing champions' hopes of winning 
their 10th League title in 14 
seasons are understandably 
high. 

Sudden 

Dalglish, spoilt for choice and 
the envy of most of his fellow- 
managers in the First Division, 
had considered dropping 
Aldridge for Welshman Rush, 
making a sudden return after a 
year in Italy with Juventus. 

But Aldridge's two goals in 
Liverpool's Charity Shield vic- 
tory over FA Cup holders Wim- 
bledon last Satunlay have made 
him thin k again. 

"Rush and Aldridge have 
played together before and they 
played well," Dalglish said. 
“There are a lot of people who 
would like to try that again." 

But the fans on Liverpool's 
famous Kop terraces — who 
besieged the club's season ticket 
offices after the announcement

of Rush's return — may have to 
wait to see their hero. 

Liverpool kick off the season 


on Saturday away at London 
dub Chariton and there is no 
guarantee that Rush, who has 


been suffering from a virus, will 
be fit to play for a week or two. 

"We are still 'waiting for his 
international clearance from 
Italy and we've got to takealook 
at his fitness,” said Dalglish 
whose side will set out to beat last 
season's record-equalling start . 
of 29 matches without defeat. • 

But those determined to 
prevent another Liverpool walk- 
over — the northern dub lost 
only two of their 40 matches last 
year — have also been out shop- 
ping over the summer break. 

Twenty million pounds (533.6 
million) nave been spent, with six 
players, apart from Rush, chang- 
ing hands at £1 milli on ($1,68 
million) or more. 

Totte nham also reported a 
rush for season rickets after buy- 
ing talented midfielder Paul Gas- 
coigne from Newcastle for £2.2 
million ($3.7 million) and expect 
a big crowd for their opening tie 
at home against Coventry. 

Everton, disappointed with 
fourth place last season after 
winning the championship in 
1 985 and 1 987, paid £2.5 million 
($4.2 million) for West Ham and 
England striker Tony Cottee in a 
bid to step up their local feud 
with Liverpool. 

The two clubs have kept the 
League trophy in the city of 
Liverpool for seven years run- 
ning. 


Manchester United, runners- 
up last year, have brought Mark 
Hughes home from Barcelona to 
help them chase their first title 
since 1967. They open at home to 
Queen’s Park Rangers.

Longo, bidding to regain her 
force -km individual pursuit title 
here, had already hailed foe news 
as “just and logical.” 

Other derisions taken by foe 
UCI is a marathon meeting, 
included dropping foe Paris six- 
day race from foe 1988-89 calen- 
dar because of a dash of dates 
and warning foe Swiss federation 
about the poor state of foe track 
at the World Cydocross Cham- 
pionships earlier this year.

TORCH LIGHTING CEREMONY HELD IN ANCIENT OL YMPIA 


Olympic flame begins journey to Seoul 


ANCIENT OLYMPIA, Greece. 
Aug 23, (AP): The Olympic 
flame began its 7,000-mile 
(1 1,100-kilometre) trip to Seoul 
today, sparked by a blazing sun 
in a ceremony featuring folklore 
from South Korea and Greece. 

As temperatures reached 100 
degrees Fahrenheit (38 degrees 
Celsius) on the floor of the 
stadium where the first Olym- 
pians competed 2,700 years ago, 
an actress dressed in the robes of 
a Greek high priestess lit the first 
of some 3,100 torches that will 
cany the symbol of the Games to 
Asia for only the third time. 

“It was fantastic," said Kim 
Chong-Ha, the president of the 
South Korean Olympic Com- 
mittee and a leader of the Seoul 
delegation to the flame lighting. 

The public portion of the 
ceremony was held before more 
than 5,000 spectators, who swel- 
tered through a half-hour delay 
and sought shade under 
umbrellas, wide-brimmed hats 
and the Cyprus trees that ring the 
ruins. 

Helped 

“All of these people came out 
in this heat," Kim said. “It shows 
that people have helped us all 
along as we prepared for the 
Games. Today was a moment we 
had waited for a long time." 

Katerina Didaskalou. por- 
traying the priestess, lit the torch 
from a small black bowl, carried 
to the stadium from the neigh- 
bouring Temple of Hera where it 
had been ignited in a concave 
mirror by the rays of the sun. 

“God of sun and light Apollo, 
send your rays and light Lhe 
sacred flame in Lhe hospitable 
city of Seoul in Korea.” Didask- 
alou said in reciting a prayer to 
the Greek god of fire. “Give 
peace to all the peoples of the 
world and crown the winner of 
the sacred contest." 

As she handed the torch to 
middle-distance runner Thanas- 
is Kaloyannis for the first leg of

the relay, a Korean folk dance 
group paraded into the stadium, 
the sounds of its drums mingling 
with the “Olympic anthem" 
played by a Greek Army brass 
band. 

South Korean and Greek 
Olympic officials appeared over- 
come by the ceremony. Kim 
Ock-Jin, secretary-general of the 
Seoul Olympic Organising Com- 
mittee. seemed to be near tears as 
he embraced Lambis Nikolaou, 
president of the Hellenic Olym- 
pic Committee, and John 
Papadogiannakis, the panel's 
first vice-president. • 

"It was a wonderful sight." 
Kim Ock-Jin said. 

Later, at a hilltop picnic of 
pork, lamb and local wine, the 
South Koreans and their hosts 
joined in a traditional Greek ring 
dance. 


Many of the spectators foll- 
owed Kaloyannis and six atten- 
dants as they ran the flame to a 
grove at the Olympic Academy 
honouring Pierre de Coubertin, 
the French nobleman who 
revived the Olympics in Athens 
in 1896. 

Gathered 

After lighting a memorial can- 
dle there, the torch run took off 
down the main highway from 
Ancient Olympia, the runners 
cheered by small groups of peo- 
ple who gathered along the way. 

It headed for Athens, where it 
is due to arrive tomorrow even- 
ing after a round-the-clock run 
and a brief trip on a replica of a 
Trireme, the fabled warship of 
ancient Athens. 

The flame will be turned over 
to South Korean officials at can- 
dle-light ceremonies in Athens 
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The high priestess lights the Olympic flame. (Reuter wtrephoto) 


It will then be tran- 
sported by jet airliner in a lamp, 
resembling a telephoto lens and 
styled after an old Korean 
observatory, to Cheju island, for 
the start of a torch relay through 
South Korea to the opening 
ceremonies in Seoul on Sept 17.

Most of the world's top athletes 
vrill compete for the first time 
since 1972, and both Greek and 
South Korean officials men- 
tioned the unprecedented res- 
ponse in speeches at the torch- 

Cuba reaffirms 
decision to stay 
away from Games 

HAVANA, Aug 23, (Reuter): A 
top Cuban sports official has 
reaffirmed his nation's decision 
not to enter the Seoul Olympics 
next month, the official news- 
paper Granina said yesterday. 

Alberto Juantorena, vice- 
president of the Cuban Institute 
of Sports, said Cuba would only 
change its mind about attending 
if the Games were fairly divided 
between South and North 
Korea. 

Last year Cuban President 
Fidel Castro announced Cuba 
would stay away from Seoul in 
solidarity with North Korea, 
which has charged that the Inter- 
national Olympic Committee 
has refused to equitably share the 
Games between the two Koreas. 

Choice 

Castro also said at the time 
that South Korea had been a bad 
choice for the Olympic Games 
because of widespread violence 
growing out of confrontations, 
between students and the police. 

Juantorena, who won gold 
medals in both the 400 metre and 
800 metre events in the 1976 
Montreal Olympics said Cuban 
athletes had won 720 medals in 
international events this year. 

When Cuba announced its 
decision not to participate in the 
Olympics, Cuban athletes voted 
at a mass meeting to support 
their government's decision.
